London Synagogue Wrecked 


RELIGIOUS SERVICE IN 
SHELTERS 


Taree numbers of Jewish dwellings and business premises 
have been wrecked and many Synagogues damaged in recent 
raids on the Metropolis. 

A London Synagogue suffered almost total destruction when 
a bomb fell on the large sheds adjoining the building: in a 
recent raid. 

The Synagogue was built in 1904 and included classrooms and 
a beadle’s flat. Most of the Sefarim had been sent into the 
country at the outbreak of the war. Those that remained in 
the Synagogue were courageously rescued by the local demoli- 
tion squad 

Among all the desolation the Perpetual Light and a Menorah, 
which Wis a Wal memorial to those members or ons of members 
who fell in the last war, remamed. untouched, 

When the bomb fell there were a number of casualties tn 
houses nearby, and the Minister of the Synagogue, who was 
on the scene mmmedtiately, Wiis able to help and offer solace 
to the bereaved The Minister was himself bombed out of hts 
flat on the same night

In the Dickins and Jones Shelter, Argyle Street, W., a service 
conducted by the Rev. E. Nemeth, of the Gt Portland Street 
Synagovue, was attended by about 400 shelterers, mecluding a 
number of non-Jews who followed. the service very attentively 
The service started with the lighting of the candles and chanting 
of pravers, followed by two psalms and the recital of the 
Kaddish by shelterers in mourning Phen came a sermon by 
the Rev. E. Nemeth, in which he said that Hitler was attempting 
to do the same as those against whom the Maccabeans tough 
Over 2! centuries ago. “ We are called upon to make many 
sacrifices in our time.’ he said, “ and the Festival Chanucah 
comes to hearten’ us.” Then came the singing of Maoz Tsur 
and, finally, the National Anthem. The service was arranged 
by the Welfare Committee of the shelter 

A Chanucah Service organised by the Post Warden, Mr. N. 
Goldston, of Strand, Post 6, Westminster, was attended by 
over 100 children. The service was held in the shelter at 
Colquhoun House, Broadwick Street, and the service was con- 
ducted by the Rev. S. Amias, of the Edeware Synagogue, who, 
as well as the Rev. Mr. Newman, of the Bloomsbury Synagogue, 
addressed the children. A tea and entertainment followed, and 
before the children left for their respective shelters, cach was 
given some gifts. Mr. N. Goldston thanked the ladies whose 
generosity and assistance helped in making the service a success.

BOMBED OUT 


Destroyed in the City of London 
Fire Raid 


THe Jewrsit Curonicte building in London was totally 
destroyed by fire as a result of enemy action in the vandal- 
istic attack by the Nazi air raiders on the City of London 
last Sunday night. The building contained this newspaper's 
head offices, in Moor Lane. 

Fortunately, arrangements had been made from the beginning 
of the war to keep the paper in continuous production in spite 
of possible air-raid damage, and an additional evacuation 
address was secured. It is feared, however, that a certain 
amount of mail, including news, letters, and advertisements, 
received on Friday afternoon (just before the Sabbath began) 
and on Saturday, when the offices are, of course, closed, may 
have been destroyed in the fire whiie waiting for attention on 
the Monday.

GREEK GRATITUDE 
TO JEWS 


Palestine Doctors Offer 
to Enlist 


The sympathy for Greece expressed by world Jewry has 
been greatly appreciated by the Greek people. Last week, 
two important Athens newspapers, ACROPOLIS and KATHI- 
MFRINI, published articles welcoming the lively sympathy 
shown by the Jews, and particularly by the Jews of America, 
and stressed the fact that Greece has always shown tolerance 
and friendship for her Jewish citizens, The-recognition of 
this fact, the papers comment, was of great value to Greece 
in her fight for freedom. ) 

“ In Greece, the home of freedom and religious tolerance, 
anti-Semitism has never taken hold, or aroused any echo in 
the hearts of the people,” wrote We-received’ with 
joy the enthustastic manifestations on the part of the Jews of 
Palestine in favour of Greece, because they are sincere. Greece 
is one of the few countries m which the sorely tried children 
of Israel have always found asylum, justice, and civic equality. 
To-day, toa, there are many Jews among the soldiers in the 
Greck Army hehting against Fascism, including many wounded 
and hero dead, such as Major Mardochacus Frizes. 

Greece's struggle to-day,” the paper concluded, “ will con- 
tribute to the freemg of the Jews from persecution and to the 
complete disappearance of anti-Semitism.” 

A Jerusalem report says that Dr. J. L. Rokach, representing 
the Jewish Physicians’ Association of Palestine, paid a visit 
to the local Greek Consul-General to express the Jewish 
physicians’ support of Greece in her struggle. They were, he 
added, ready to enlist in the Greek Medical Service.

DUCE’S FRANTIC FOLLOWERS 
Jew-Baiting Weapon Blunted 


The heavy defeats suffered by the Italian Army, Navy, and 
Air Force have produced strong feelings in many Italians 
of fury at the pro-German policy pursued by Mussolini's 
Government and disgust at the clumsy Fascist attempts to 
blame the Jews for the misfortunes which have betailen 
the country. 

The propaganda machine of the Fascist Party, in attempting 
to stem the rising tide by minimising the defeats and accusing 
American Jews of financing the Greek resistance and the 
Italian Jews of spréading defeatism, has only emphasised the 
internal weaknesses. The extreme Fascists, headed by Farinacci, 
the “ Italian Streicher,” even went so far as to tell the people 
that the national demoralisation was due to the failure of large 
numbers of Italians to assimilate Fascist anti-Jewish doctrines, 
and accused Italian friends of the Jews, including a consider- 
able number of Government and police officials, of having 
neglected their duty to enforce rigidly the Jew-laws, with the 
result that “ Jewish influence " still remaimed strong. The 
Vatican, too, was blamed for the policy of allowing the admis- 
sion to the Catholic Church of large: numbers of Jews who 
were thus able—so the Fascists allege—to conduct pro-Biitish 
propaganda in non-Jewish circles, 

Indeed, the only road to “ victory " indicated by the extreme 
Fascists ts the strengthening and the strict enforcement of the 
Jew-laws on the Nazi model. As a practical demonstration, 
the Fascist leaders have brought about the arrests of very many 
Jews, especially in Milan, Genoa, Trieste, and Fiume. 

But the vast efforts of the Fascist propaganda machine has 
failed to impress ‘the public, who appear singularly unable to 
grasp the line of reasoning that intercourse between Italians 
and Jews has any connection with the recent defeats. On the 
contrary, the belief is spreading that the misfortunes which 
have befallen Italy are due to the Fascist policy of binding 
Italy to Hitler's wheel; and so voices are now being raised 
in favour of abandoning the pro-Nazi policy, including the 
Jew-laws, lock, stock, and barrel. The boast of the Fascists 
that they stood for efficiency and that they alone could secure 
for Italy a world empire has suffered a severe check, and many 
people are beginning to believe that their happiness can be 
secured only by a democratic Government and by a return to 
Italy's traditional policy of friendship with Britain, 


DICTATOR’S ULTIMATUM 
TO RUMANIAN JEWS 


“ Emigrate or be Expelled ” 


The Dictator of Rumania, General Antonescu, has 
ordered the Jewish Communal Board in Bucharest to call 
a conterence of al! Jewish Communities in the country 
ior the purpose of creating a committee able to arrange 
the mass emigration of Jews, Jewish leaders were warned 
that should they fail to arrange for this “ voluntary ” emi- 
gration, the Government would itself take steps to force 
large numbers of Jews to leave. 

But the Jews are finding it difficult to obtain admission even 
into neighbouring countries... The Hungarian Government has 
refused to admit 1,500 Jews who were born in the recently 
annexed zone of Transylvania; and who were ordered by the 
Rumanian Government to leave The Rumanians claim that 
they are now Hungarian subjects, while the Hungarians refuse 
them this status ; 

Likewise, the Soviet Commission dealing with the delimitation 
of the Russo-Rumanian fronticr has refused to admit to 
Bessarabia about 600 Jews of Bessarabian origin whom the 
Rumanian Government has also told to quit. The Jewish exiles 
waited in Galatz tor about six weeks in the hope of a favour- 
able decision by the Commission, and the rejection of their 
request has thrown them into despair, for the Rumanian Govern- 
ment still msists that they leave the country 

A Jewish Telegraphic Agency message states that Rumanian 
Jews, when they are expropriated, are to be paid off by the 
State in Palestinian currency. Special credits have been placed 
at the disposal of the Rumanian National Bank for the transfer 
of industrial undertakings owned by @ews, and the bank will 
pay the value of the undertakings direct into a Palestine bank 
account of the Jewish owners. 

The Bank has meanwhile transmitted to the Central Com 
mittee of the Iron Guard, a sum of 50,000,000 lei as the first 
instalment of its “ share” of property taken from Jewish 
bankers, industrialists, merchants, and institutions.

repairing the damage done to St. Paul's by a Nazi bomb. 
The gift is from. Dr. Israel Goldstein, Rabbi of the B nai 
Jeshurun Congregation of New York, and President of the 
Jewish National Fund of America. Dr. Goldstem wrote: 
“ The valant, undefeated courage of the British people moves 
us to deep humility and high admiration.”

STUDENTS IN CONFERENCE 


Criticism of Evacuation 
Shortcomings 
SIX-POINT ZIONIST PROGRAMME 


The 22nd annual conference of the Inter-University 
Jewish Federation, in conjunction with the second annual 
meeting of the Universities Zionist Council, was held last 
week at Brandsby Lodge, Leeds, by courtesy of the Leeds 
Jewish Students’ Association. Delegates attended from the 
Universities of Birmingham, Cambridge, Durham, Leeds, 
Livérpool, London, Manchester, Oxford, and Wales. 

Professor Brodetsky opened the conference. 

The Chairman of the Federation Mr. Raymond Goldwater, 
who presided, said that in consequence of the Fedcration’s pre- 
carious financial position he had launche@ a private appeal 
amongst a number of the leading members of the Community. 

Mr. Goldwater announced the formation of Jewish student 
societies at Durham and Exeter. Reports from the various 
constituent societies revealed a successful year of activity, 
especially in reception areas. The Reading Society had, how- 
ever, to suspend activity as practically all its members had been 
interned. 

The session on evacuatiomyproblems was opened by Mr. A. 
G. Brotman, Secretary of thé Board of Deputies, who stated 
that the task of the Board of Deputies would be to ‘create m 
the reception arcas a communal life resembling as closely as 
possible that which the evacuees had left, and it was for this 
purpose that the Board had issued its appeal. Mr. Brotman 
pointed out that Jewish students could be of great Service to 
the Community in removing misunderstandings which aroce be- 
tween hosts and guests. In most areas the Board had appointed 
young ministers to supervise the new local communal organisa- 
tion, and they had been most successful. There was, however, 
a shortage of capable clergy who could undertake this work, as 
many had become Chaplains to the Forces. 

In the discussion which followed surprise was expressed at the 
fact that the Community had not been approached for financial 
assistance until over fifteen months of war had clapsed, and at 
the compicie absence of a plan to deal with a contingency which 
had been anticipated. The absence of effective co-operation 
amongst the various communal institutions dealing with evacu- 
ation was deplored, and it Was emphasised that an opportunity 
had arisen to revolutionise the Jewish educational system im 
this country, which had shown so many weaknesses in the past. 

It was resolved to conduct a survey into the position of Jews 
in evacuation and reception areas along the lines of mass ob-

servation, and to publish the conclusions and results drawn 
therefrom in the Jewish Press. 


The Internees 


Following a discussion on interned students, resolutions were 
passed urging the Government to allow interned students, now 
in Canada to accept the offer made by McGill University to 
grant them facilities for continuing their)studies, and urging the 
Government to grant facilities for those interned refugees who 
volunteered for service in the Pioneer Corps, but were rejected 
on medical grounds, to obtain work on the land or in the Crvil 
Defence Services, and in that way to obtain release from in- 
ternment, The incoming Executive was instructed to give the 
fullest support to the International Student Service appeal tor 
interned refugee students. 

The Education Secretary, in his report, stated that £26 had 
been raised in the past year for students, of the Hebrew Univer- 
sity, and it was resolved to appeal for funds in the universities 


.for the new Hebrew University students’ hostel. Very few anti- 


Semitic incidents had been re ed from the universities during 
the session, and there had been little need for anti-defamation 
work. It was resolved, however, to try to influence every Jewish 
student group to allay anti-Semitism energetically wherever it 
was found. 

The Registrar reported that the bulk of Jewish students still 
favoured medicine as a profession, and the propdctioi-was in- 


creasing. 
Zionist Aims 


A successful Zionist session was held under the auspices of 
the Universities’ Zionist Council. Alter much discussion, a 
six-point programme was formulated for Zionist students in 
this country. The programme states: 

“ The aim of the Universitics’ Zionist Council is the further- 
ance of the development of Palestine as a politically and cul- 
turally autonomous entity for the Jewish people based on a 
socially progressive organisation and economy. This will entail: 

“(1). The facilitation of tree emigration of Jews into Pales- 
tine, the number to be decided by the Jewish Agency in accord- 
ance with the need for immigration on the one hand, and the 
capacity of Palestine to absorb immigrants, on the other, 

*““2). Unrestricted land sales in Palestine 

“(3). The acknowledgment that the main claim to Pales- 
tine as a home ts based on our religious heritage, and that the 
basis of Jewish life in Palestine must be a recognition of our 
religious traditions and respect for them. 

‘(4). The strengthening and. development of the pioncering 
groups and co-operative effort in Palestine, and also the Jewish 
National Funds. 

“(S). A speedy programme of active co-operation with the 
Arabs in the economic, social, political, and cultural spheres. 

“(6). Support and development of the work and funds of 
the World Zionist Organisation as a democratic force in Jewry.” 

The conference also urged the Government to facilitate and 
expedite the formation of a Jewish Army, thus enabling the 
Jewish people to play their part as a national entity in the 
vital struggle of to-day. ‘ 

A pledge was made to participate fully in the Keren Hayesod 
campaign which is to be initiated this month. 


Sympathy with Oppressed Students 


In the report by the Forcign Secretary, it was stated that a 
resolution on Czech students passed at the last Conference had 
been broadcast in the B.B.C. Czech News Bulletin, and that 
the Inter-University Jewish Federation and the Universities’ 
Zionist Council had been discussed in a Hebrew broadcast to 
Palestine on -student activities. A correspondence scheme with 
students of the Hebrew University was on the way. 

The following resolution was proposed by Cambridge and 
passed:—-" That this Conference extends to the oppressed 
students of the Universities of Paris and Leyden its deepest 
sympathy in-their hours of stress. tt expresses its warm ad- 
miration of their efforts to oppose the forces of barlearism, and 


it looks forward to the day when the forces of Fascism will 
have been banished from the face of the earth.’ This resolu- 
tion is to be broadcast to the Continent by the B.B.C. French 
and Dutch News Services. :

It was 
the duty of the Jewish people and their fate to be in this 
war, and they were init wholcheartedly They must try to 
make a new principle the foundation of their life. and this 
new principle was a home instead of homelessness.

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SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


ISRAEL’S FATE 


T would indeed be difficult to find a life history more 
J tras than that of our last common ancestor, Jacob. 


The bare tragedy of the incidents of his life is Immeasur- . 


ably heightened by the character of the man who had to 
suffer them. Here he was, “a simple man, dwelling in 
tents,” as our Rabbis put it, “seeking only to dwell in 
peace,” with no great ambitions, no restless cravings after 
greatness or fame, no envy against anyone, seeking only 
to concern himself with the domestic side of his life, inter- 
fering with none, and having none interfere with him. 
But, alas, even that simple yearning was denied him, and 
denied -utterly and completely. Life became for him one 
long succession of tragedies, each more dire than its pre- 
decessor. A bare enumeration of the successive misfor- 
tunes which dogged his footsteps fills one’s heart with 
infinite pity, or chills the marrow of one’s being. Forced 
to leave his beloved home, pursued by the fierce, relent- 
less hatred of his brother Esau, he takes the wanderer’s 
staff in his hand and starts on his weary pilgrimage. No 
sooner does he escape from the clutches of one kinsman, 
than he falls into those of another, the crafty and schem- 
ing Laban. After 20 years of ceaseless and remorseless 
toil, having amassed a modest competence, he escapes like 
a thief in the night, and emerges from this danger only 
to hear that Esau is coming against him. He parries this 
threatened blow, but still he is not to find peace. There 
commences for him the greatest of all sorrows, the sorrows 
of one’s children. First his only daughter Dinah goes 
astray, then he has to call down a curse upon Simeon and 
Levi, then he hears of the unmentionable and despicable 
conduct of his first-born, and if all these minor sorrows 
are forgotten, it is only by virtue of the greater tragedy 
of the apparent death of his beloved Joseph. And, to 
cap all, he has to mourn the premature death of the one 
wife he really loved, Rachel. 


UT now it 
mares oOf&.1thé past, to disappear in the bright effulgence 
of cothing dawn. Joseph, so long mourned as dead, is at 
last restored to him, the enmity between the brothers dies 
and a reconciliation takes place: the family, grown in num- 
bers, is reunited, and our Sidra ends on the halcyon note, 
“And Isracl dwelt in the land of Egypt, in the land of 
Goshen: and they got possessions therein (or, preferably, 
‘and they had a firm hold therein’) and were fruitful and 
multiplied exceedingly.” 

In truth, to all outward appearances the position of 
Jacob and his descendants was so strong as to be well- 
nigh impregnable. Joseph was viceroy of.Egypt: he had 
saved his adopted country from the dire effects of a 
devastating and exhausting famine. His wise. husbandry 
of the resources of his country, and his even wiser method 
of distribution had put the people under an eternal debt 
of obligation to him, while at the same time enriching the 
royal coffer to tremendous extent. His redistribution 
of the population had made his brethren as indigenous as 
any of the original inhabitants: he himself was united in 
marriage to the powerful priestly caste of Egypt. . Could 
wise foresight go further? Could the faintest cloud of 
apprehension or anxiety mar the fair prospect? Was it 
not true that Isracl at last had a permanent dwelling? Was 
it not true that .“they gained a firm hold therein” ? 
Could it not be said with justice that for the first time in his 
life “ Jacob lived”? 

Yet, true though this may be in the light of contem- 
porary events, it becomes an utter fallacy in the light of 
subsequent history, and this verse stands for all time as 
a hollow, risible mockery ‘of the fond and delusive hopes 
of the Jewish people. 

For it is not the remembrance of the dwelling in Eevont 
which has been retained in the eternal and tenacious 
-memory of the Jewish people, but the Exile of Egypt: it is 
not the “firm hold” on the land of Goshen, but the hope- 
less insecurity of its tenure. The simple word Egypt con- 
jures up in the mind not thoughts of happiness, prosperity, 
well-being, security, and fruitful achievement, but bondage 
sore and labour hard, hatred and discrimination, persecu- 
tion and fear. A turn of the wheel of fate, and all the 
carefully planned assurance for the future vanishes, and 
all fond hopes are brought to the dust. 


OW often, in the long and tragic history of Israel in 
Exile, have these self-same facts repeated themselves! 
How often have we considered our position and. thought 
how well we have justified the confidence which has been 
‘reposed in us, how indispensable we have made ourselves 
in the economy of the nation, how securely we have 
assured the future for our children! How often have we 
applied to ourselves this ‘verse: “And Israel. dwelt in 
the land . . . and they had a firm hold therein, and were 
fruitful and multiplied exceedingly.” But alas! History 
has come and mocked at our hopes and given the lie to 
our xauntings. A “new king” arises who knew not Joseph 
~-and none is so ignorant as he who will not know. He 
turns a deaf ear and a lind eye to all the benefits which 
Joseph’ has bestowed on his people. trust. turns to sus- 
picion, tolerance to hate, rights and privileges to rightless- 
ness and discrimination. Babylon, Spain, pre-expulsion 
England, Northern France, and in our own time Germany 
and Italy, the history of the Jewish people in all these 
countries is the same sad tale with the same sorry ending. 
It was probably with this thought in mind that the 
author of the obscure Jerusalem Targum paraphrases, 
rather than translates, this verse, “ And Israel dwelt in the 
land of Goshen, in the land of Egypt, and established 
therein Bate Midrashim. schools of study.” Hones of 
material prosperity and security are vain for Israel, the 
Suffering Servant. There is but one permanence for us, 
one firm hold on our life in the Diaspora, and that con- 
sists of our spiritual heritage. The salvation of Israel 
depends, not on wealth, but on values!

Professor Bentwich’s Views 
Discussed 


CRITICISM AND 


In THe Jewish Curonicte of December 2 oO. 
valuable contribution appeared in the form of o er 
from Professor Norman Bentwich calling for a revivai of 
religious enthusiasm on the part of Anglo-Jewry and for 
a@ genuine revival of the spiritual life of the Community. 
In the course of his remarks, he referred to both the 
“right” and “left” wings of judaism and to the political 
Jewish consciousness as developed by the Zionist 
Movement. 

We have received a large number of letters in reply, and 
we publish below some extracts from representative com- 
munications on the subject: 


The Agudist Standpoint 


From Mr. Jacon Rosenueim The Hollies,” 8, Castle 
" 
Hill Terrace, Maidenhead): 

It is a long way from the spiritual aims of the old Jewish 
Liberal champions in Germany of the last century, who con- 
sidered assimilation into Gentile society as a Jewish ideal, 
and even from secular Zionist nationalism, to the passionate 
appeal of Professor Bentwich for a genuine religious sell- 
renewal of the Jewish people and. its sincere return to God. 

It would appear, however, that in his opinion only non- 
Orthodox Liberal thinkers and religious teachers can lead 
Anglo-Jewry to the path of true religious reconstruction 

In this assumption, it seems to me, a fateful blunder ts 
hidden. There ts only one total synthetic Judaism, that of 
Torah and tradition, usually called “ Orthodox,’ or if Pro- 
fessor Bentwich so prefers, “ Agudist.”. It is in this alone 
that the whole history of Jewish spirit, awakened by revela- 
tion, is concentrated. All other conceptions of. Judaism which 
have appeared during the course of Jewish history, Karaite or 
Samaritan, Liberal or secular-national, all take an arbitrary 
choice among the totality of traditional values, and therefore 
will never lead to the rebirth of the nation of God as the 
final result of her martyrdom, on her path through history. 


Yeshiva Education for All 


If there is a real will and an honest desire for religious 
revival in this country, speeches and lectures by Liberal Rabbis 
at public meetings will not be sufficient. A complete Jewish 
education alone can help; an education not in so-termed 
“religion classes” up to the Barmitzvah, but im properly 
planned Yeshivot, where the whole store of our traditional 
spiritual treasures, with all their emotional powers, not the 
Bible alonc, not the ‘Talmud alone. with them commentaries, 
shall be endowed to the rising generation. .Qur youth will 
thus be enabled to absorb the valuable ineredhents of non- 
Jewish culture without harm to their Jewish identity. They 
will then discover that even the lamentably misunderstood 
“™ Kashrut and other ritual” s an integral part of God's 
revelation to His people, sanctifying thei body in its inids- 
soluble unity with their soul, and. creating the psychological 
Physical conditions of perfect Jewish ethical life 


Revival “ Made ia Germany ” 


From the Rev. M. Brocn (5S, Grange Road, Egham, 
Surrey). 

While agreemg that we have several “ersatz” forms of 
religion as practised by Jews in this country to-day, it does 
not follow that (a) there ts no religious stirring, mission, or 
message among us, and (b) we require Jewish spiritual leaders 
from Germany resuscitate religious consciousness in 
England.

RELIGIOUS REVIVAL ~ 


German teachers taking upon themselves the animation of our 
ideals is, to say the least, fantastic. The coldness and aloof-

not produce any guiding principle whatever. Since, in their 
so-called superiority, they look down upor English Jews, 
it is scarcely surprising that Anglo-Jewry does not look up 


to them. 
A De-Judaising Revivalist 


From Raper Dr. Satis Daicnes (17, Crawfurd Road, 
Edinburgh, 9): 

Professor Bentwich is, 1 know, a deeply religious Jew, and 
he is anxious to see his people rise to new spiritual heights, 
from which the world’s problems could be viewed, and their 
solution attempted, in a manner worthy of the inspired Hebrew 
teachers of old. But | am afraid that the method he has 
chosen to rouse his. people, like the view he has formed of tts 
present and future share in the creation of a new world order, 
is so alien to Jewish thought and feeling, and lies so much 
outside the Jewish conception of moral and religious duty, 
that many of your thoughtful readers will regard it as proof 
of intellectual assimilation and of ready yielding to influence 
of Christian theology—which is bound to weaken the effect 
and lessen the value of Professor Bentwich’s message. 


Watering Down the Jewish Faith 


Compare Professor Béntwich’s demand for a “ burning 
religious conviction which can contribute something to the new 
world order with the demand of Israel's lawgiver of old 
for obedience to His Commandments, based on the love and 
fear of Him (Deut, x.,12ff.) or the Hebrew prophet’s declara- 
tion: “It hath been told thee, O man, what ts good, and 
what the Lord doth require of thee: Only to do justly, and 
to love mercy, and to walk humbly with thy God.” Later 
Jewish teachers stressed the significance of Judaism being lived, 
of Jewish law and tradition being observed, and of the three 
aspects of the Jewish faith, which Professor Bentwich so 
strangely describes as “ ersatz,” being combined into a three- 
fold cord which will not casily break. If neither “ steadfast 
holding to the tradition of the Agudah”™ nor “the strong 
fecling of charity and brotherhood” manifested in British 
Jewry s effort “to help the persecuted Jewries of Central 
Europe,” nor the renaissance in the land of Israel, nor even 
the “modernisation of Judaism” by the Jewish | Religious 
Union form any essential clements of religion, as your corres- 
pondent implies, then what is meant by “ burning religious 
conviction,” ‘so far as Jews are concerned, and what ‘kind of 
contribution does Professor Bentwich wish his peeple to make 
to the “ new world order"? How, in any case, ts the Jewish 
contribution to be distinguished from the contribution of 
of any other faith? 


Why Belittle the Vishuy ? 

it iA difficult to understand why Professor Bentwich should 
belittle Mewish ‘achievement in Palestine as having failed to 
“stir our \people with a religious conviction, or make them 
think creafively about the problem of -humanity.”

That the new world order will have to 
be basdd on the principles of justice. equity, brotherhood, 
goodness\ and love all right-thinking people admit, be they 
Jews or hristians or Mohammedans or Hindus, It ts the 
application ot these principles that matters What can the 
Jews of tts country do more than others to bring about this 
application, however “ burning“ their “ religious conviction 


might be? 
“The Devil Was Sick” 


The most disheartening part of Professor Bentwich’s letter 
scems to me its conclusion, For his hope of a “™ religious 
revival " among the Jews of this country ts based on a 
“spiritual stirring among the Jewish remnant that has 
escaped from Germany, or that is still groaning under the 
Nazi heel! The resurrection of Judaism is then not to come 
from any cflort made spontancously by Jews living and work- 
ing in treedom, nor from the Jewish renatssance m_ Eretz 
Yisracl, nor from the return. to Jewish life in accordance with 
requirements of Jewish law and tradition, nor trom the revival 
of Jewish learning, Jewish piety, and Jewish idealism, but from 
the religious emotion which forms the reaction to such sutler- 
ing and humiliation as linier was able to inflict on the Jews 
of Germany! Surely Professor Bentwich will think it over 
again, and will tind a more consoling thought for the Jews of 
this country and a loftier vision for the future of Judaism 
and us share in the shaping of the destinies of humanity

CONSULTATION ON RELIGIOUS 
EDUCATION 


Central Committee’s Proposal Adopted 
DIFFICULTY IN FINDING TEACHERS 


Reports on the present position in London and the recep- 
tion areas were given at the meeting of the Joint 
Emergency Committee for the Religious Education of 
Jewish Children from London, which was presided over by 
the Chairman, Dr. M. Epstein, at Woburn House on 
Thursday afternoon of last week. . 

The Education Officer, Dr, Nathan Morris, repogting on the 
B.B.C. broadcast, THe Jewish Supplement, and the 
special Chanucah treat, expressed thanks to the Chief Rabbi 
and Sir Robert Waley Cohen for facilitating their approach 
to the B.B.C., to the editor of Tue Jewisn Curonicie for his 
helpful co-operation, and to the contributors to the Supplement 
for their ready response. 

The Chairman spoke on the proposed consultation on the 
problems of the Jewish religious education of evacuees. It was 
no good pretending, he said, that the old methods, old systems, 
and old curricula would serve adequately to-day. In order. to 
get an exchange of views it was proposed to hold a consulta- 
tion with the object of arriving, if possible, at some agreement 
on certain. requirements of to-day and their fulfilment 

Dr. Morris said that the proposal arose at the last meeting 
of the Central Committee for Jewish Education (which was 
reported in THe Jewrsn Curonicre), and that at the suggestion 
of the Chairman it was referred to the Executive of the Board 
ot Deputies, since the Board was now taking responsibility 
for the educational appeal to the Community. 

The Executive of the Board bad not only approved the plan 
to hold such a consultation but had even accepted financial 
responsibility for that arrangement. The ¢onsultation would 
be held under the auspices of the Joint Emergency Committee, 
the Central Committee for Jewish Education, and the Board 
of Deputies in Oxford on February 2 and 3. The general 
title would be “ Jewish Education Under War Conditions.” 


\ Children in London 
MrT. man spoke on the arrangements made for religious 


instruction of children in London. Since the beginning of 
November, he said, when some 200 Jewish chiridren were receiv- 
ing instruction, the number had grown to nearly 600 weekly. 

In view of the decision of the secular authorities to make 
education compulsory. several schools in London were re- 
opening, and he was endeavouring to obtain a concession where- 
by Jewish teachers would be able to enter the school premises 
themselves’ and give instruction during the scripture period. 

Mr. M. Sagon, reporting on the old reception areas, said 
that the nominal roll at the end of November was 4,000, with 
an attendance of 3,200. There had been an increase of S00 
since the beginning of October, and the number of centres 
had increased by eight. , 

Mr. J Halpern reported on the position in the new recep- 
tion areas and the reorganisation of the. old. The most 
interesting pomt, he said, was that as the result of visits 
to the education authorities in Cornwall, the Jewish children 
could now receive mstrueven by their resident teachers in 
school hours, with the poodwill and co-operation of the local 
and evacuce headmasters. 

A number of heads had written to say how much they wel- 
comed the efforts of the Joint Emergency Committee, and that 
they would do ther utmost to enable the Jewish children to 
receive mstruction 

In this connection, Mr. Halpern said that the helpfulness of 
the Chairman of the Methodist body in Cornwall was very 
much appreciated. 

s a result of such efforts m Cornwall, South Wales, and 
the Home Counties, more than 1,000 children “who had not 
hitherto been receiving any organised religious instruction would 
now be receiving tuition 

yr. Morris said the reports entitled them to the coriclusion 
that appreciable progress was being made with the big task 
of adgpting Jewish education to emergency conditions. HH they 
took 4nto account the classes already functioning in London, 
the reception areas, and the hostels, and those in course of 
formation, they might say they were in touch with about 5,000 
children, a little less than a quarter of the Jewish school.popula- 
tion of Greater London 

For the coming year, external conditions permitting, they 
had set themselves the rather ambitious plan of doubling that 
number For that they would require next year £35,000. in 
addition to their small regular income That was a bare 
minmmeum which no financial or educational ingenuity could 
modity 

Suitable Personnel Lacking 


Another difhculty, which in a way was even less tractable 
than finance, was suitable personnel. To deal with this mass 
of children they would need a considerable number of resident 
teachers in addition to the JeWish teachers in the service of 
the L.C.C.. of whom they were making such good use. But 
people “suitable for resident posts. were becoming very scarce, 
and this was already impeding their work : 

Ihey had been criticised, he said, on various points. Thus, 
it was said that their plan for 10 hostels to accommodate S00 
children was®*petty or niggardly, that it only showed their lack 
of viston or enthusiasm But to place one-quarter of their 
school population, say 5,000, in hostels, they would need as 
an absolute minimum 100 buildings adaptable to the needs of 
hostels, a personnel of S00 qualified to manage such _ institu- 
tions, and an annual budget of £100,000 No amount of 
enthusiasm could produce the accommodation or the personnel 
or the finance; they simply did not exist 

Meanwhile, they must remember their main duty to the large 
mass of the child -n, some of whom would no doubt benefit 
indirectly from ti: hostels as centres, but for whom there 
could be no room inside. In many cases the amount of instruc-. 
tion they could provide for them was far from sufficient They 
were paintully conscious of that. But it was. recklessly irre- 
sponsible to say, as some did, that they might as well stop 
teaching them altogether, 

Quite apart from. educational 
these children would be an effective means of destrovine what- 
ever reputation their Community possessed. The English 
countryside, essentially religious and in the whole friendly to 
them, would interpret it in only one way—their ‘lack of regard 
for spiritual values. No amount of anti-defamation work could 
undo the damage that would be caused by such negligence on 
their part. 

But even in terms of positive educational value their work 
was by no means negligible. They were striving, in very try- 
ing circumstances, to keep alive in these scattered children their 
sense of identity with the larger Jewish life from which they 
had been torn, to preserve among them the habit of edyica- 
tion, which was wearing them and might die altogether if 
neglected. Reputable English educationists were afraid that 
even the habit of secular education was in danger of extinction 
in these strenuous times. ; 

This, together with the more intensive work in hostels and 
elsewhere where they were trying to maintain in a fuller form 
the Jewish tradition of teaching and learning, would offer the 


Community at least a promise of successful reconstruction after 
the war.

NO IMMIGRATION SCHEDULE 
FOR PRESENT PERLOD 


8,000 Certificates Still Unused 
GOVERNMENT'S JUSTIFICATION ” 


The Palestine Government has announced its decision 
not to issue any immigration schedule for the period 
October to March, since more than 8,000 certificates from 
the previous schedule remain unused because of difficulties 
of travel and the impossibility of arriving within § the 
scheduled period. 

The Government justifies its action, says a Jewish Tele- 
— Agency message from Jerusalem, by stating that 

olders of certificates are now unable to bring capital into 
the country, and the unemployment resulting from their 
admission to Palestine would be a matter of scrious pre- 
occupation to the Administration A certain number of 
replacement certificates are, however, to be allowed for 


immigrants who are able to reach Palestine within the neat . 


schedule period. 

Summing up the immigration situation since April, 1929, 
a Governnmient statement shows that leeal immieration for the 
period reached 12,270 and “ legal” immigration 16.565. With 
a further reduction for the “ illegal immigrants including 
the survivors of the Patria disacter, a balance remains of 
petween 36,000 and 47,000. to which number Jewish immi- 
grants may be admitted during the next three-and-a-half years, 
m accordance with the terms of the White Paper, which allowed 
for the admission of 75,000 Jews over a period of five years. 


Immigrants Cannot Reach Palestine 


Over five thousand Jewish wmmigrants possessing Palestine 
Certificates under the former schedule had up to last week been 
unable in consequence of travelling difficulties. to reach the 
country, 

It is understood that. following representations made by the 
Jewish Agency, the validity of those certificates hax been 
extended by a further three months.

American Zionists’ Indignation 


The Emergency Conference of the Zionist Organisation 
of America has issued a statement deploring the deporta- 
tion from Palestine of the Jewish immigrants.on the s.s. 
Atlantic. 

The conference, states the Jewish Telegraphic Agency 
from New York, repudiates the statement that the immi- 
grants are “illegal,” and declares that the Palestine Govern- 
ment’s policy is furnishing a weapon for anti-British 
propaganda. 

(ihis protest refers to the deportation from Palestine on 
December 8 of 1,584 immigrants to an unnamed British 


Colony.) 
Students’ Grave Concern 


A resolution expressing grave concern at the refusal of the 
Palestine Administration to admit homeless refugees to their 
homeland was passed by the conference last week of the 
Inter-University Jewish Federation, held at Leeds. The Govern- 
ment was strongly urged to reconsider its attitude on this vital 
question. 


“Lost Battalions 


Commenting the deportations, the MaNcHEesTerR GUARDIAN, 
in a leader last week under the heading of “ Lost Battalions,” 
said: 

“ Silence has fallen on the fate of certain Jewish refugees 
who recently arrived illegally” in Palestine... .. There was 
a ship which was brought under British control to Haifa, 
though why these people should have been taken to the shores 
of Palectine if was intended only to expel them thence no 
one can say. They were, it is supposed, deported to some un- 
known place, presumably a British colony. The children were 
not admitted to Palestine, though many would have sheltcred 
them, nor the old. though they could have asked no more, nor 
committed any greater crime, than dic in Palestine, nor, of 
course, any of the men who might have helped us m our fight 


‘and asked no better. But why, if we are dome reht, are we 


so intent to hide what is being done? When they have some- 
thing to their credit Governments are not secretive. But per- 
haps the reason is that the country would not like the story 
if it knew?” 


TWELVE MILLION DOLLARS 


Rabbi Abba Hillel Silver, Chairman of the United Palestine 
Appeal in the U.S.A., has announced the opening ofthe 1941 
campaign for the sum of $12,000,000 to mect the Palestine war 
emergency. “American Jewry cannot ict down the Jews of 
Palestine, who are front-file soldiers in the war for hberation,” 
said Rabbi Silver in making the announcement.

TARGETS IN GERMANY 
Refugees Offer to Guide R.A.F. 


A group of prominent German and Austrian refugees in 
Britain have put forward a suggestion to the Air Ministry 
which, they believe, will save British pilots many valuable 
flying hours and reduce dangerous reconnaissance work 
(reports the Datty HERALD). 

they wish to place their knowledge of German industry 
and its location at the disposal of the British authorities 

From what they know, so they claim, a mosaic picture can 
be compiled which would help British bombing squadrons to 
smash the Nazi war industry and thus shorten the war. 

Among the originators of this scheme are many leading 
Austrian and German industrialists, railway experts, and crvil 
servants.

CHANUCAH AND CHRISTMAS

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EPIDEMICS IN POLAND 
Jews Fight Against Disease 


_ An example of how Polish Jewry, stricken by persecu- 
tion, poverty, and disease are courageously grappling with 
their difficulties is revealed in a modest document issued 
by the Jewish Hospital in Lublin, the centre of the ghetto 
area allotted to the Jews by the Nazi conquerors. = - 

This document, the annual report of the Hospital, covers 
the memorable and tragic year of Poland's martyrdom. But 
in it no reference is made to these events, nor even to the 
establishment of the Lublin Reservation, for the Nazis do not 
allow this. Yet the bare figures themsclves tell the story of 
how the Hospital and the local Community have had to cope. 
unaided by the authorities, with the tremendous task of caring 
for the army of new Jewish scttlers driven into the area by 
the Nazis. Such central organisations as the American Jewish 
Distribution Committee and the “ Toz”™ gave valuable 


p. 

Before the starting of the Lublin Reservation the jocal Jewish 
Hospital was a small ‘and poorly equipped institution. But 
thanks to the efforts of the Community. it has now develoned 
into a well-organised health <ervice. Headed by the ‘medical 
superintendent,, a staff of 17 doctors, one dentist, three 
chemists, 17 nurses, two midwives, and one male nurse are 
now working at the Hospital, which contains 100 permanent 
beds. 2,107 patients have been admitted during the past year. 
The average period of the patients’ stay in the Hospital was 
18.7 days, and the mortality was 317, or 15 per cent. It is 
significant that 1.110 of the patients admitted came from 
provincial townships. 

The report, in an understatement that lends all the greater 
horror to the real situation, concludes by stressing the need 
of equipping the Hospital for the treatment of contagious 
diccases in view of frequent epidemics in the district.” 

Meanwhile. from other districts in Poland come reports of 
grave outbreaks of typhus. The disease is now raging in a 
forced labour camp recently established by the Nazis for 1,800 
homeless Jews at Miechow, near Cracow. The internees are 
exiles from various towns who had been refused admission else- 
where. The disease ts also causing havoc im D7eialoszyce, in 
the same district, where many Jews are dying every day because 
of lack of medical aid. Here. too, the local Nazi authorities 
have contented themselves with isolating the victims, and all 
the pleas of Jews outside to assist in organising medical aid 
have been turned down

“ You ask if there ts much anti-Semitism in Cuba Frankly 
there is not, although the Nazis have tried to arouse bitter 
hatred for Jews here. Unfortunately, we have been so crowded 
during the pea two years with refugees from all parts of Europe 
that there has been some reaction in the popular mind to the 
persecuted Jews, due in some cases to the easy living of refugees 
who have come to Cuba in the hope of obtaining a quota num- 
ber for the United States. The ordinary Cuban man and woman 
in the street has not given the Jews much thought, although 
they have a peculiar reaction to a number of Poles. who vears 
ago came to Cuba and became street vendors of every con- 
ceivable article. . . . In Latin American countries, any foreigner 
who may appear posperous or well-to-do, and who is successful 
in business, is always a target for attack.” 

The writer states there are in Cuba a ‘number of Spanish 
Jews in social life and at the head of leading concerns, as well 


as an extraordinary number of American Jews in charge of 
leading American interests.

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“THE TWO WORLDS” 


PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT'S speech, with its merciless 
castigation of Hitler and his gang of ofitlaws, _ its clear 
statement of the issues in the present conflict and 
especially the threat to America, and its “high call 
to action,” marks the opening of a fresh and decisive 
phase of the war. It was the rousing utterance of a 
man who knew his own mind and whose determina- 
tion to enforce his country’s policy could not be 
deflected by the bluster of any dictator or combination 
of dictators. It may well prove to be one of those 
rare speeches which are not only historic but history- 
making. It has already received the enthusiastic 
endorsement of the vast majority of United States 
citizen’. It heralds the marshalling at last of the New 
World forces of liberty for the intensified struggle. The 
legions of justice are gathering. And the end of it all 
can only be what the great President and leader of men 
did not hesitate to predict: “ THe Axis is not gomg to 
win this war.” 

On the heels of this epoch-making deliverance came 
Hitler's reply, in the form of an order of the day to 
the German Army. lt was “the mixture as_ before,” 
and its tangled verbosity can be reduced to a single 
sentence: “At the desire of the democratic war 
agitators,” he said, “and their Jewish capitalist wire- 
pullers, this war must be continued.” His continued, 
almost insane, insistence on the fraudulent myth that it 
is the Jews who began the war and are now keeping 
it going for their own nefarious purposes has, of 
course, method in its madness. The Nazis’ dupes may 
be trembling at the thought of a second and even 
third winter of war. They may lose courage at sight 
of the vast American resources moving relentlessly into 
action. So the false Nazi prophets who promised an 
early victory turn once again to their favourite scape- 
goat, the Jew, upon whom to lay responsibility for the 
misfortunes of their own making. After all, why 
should not this good old trick, which has in the past 
effectively duped so many gulls, in and out of Germany, 
not succeed once again? 

In point of fact, the Nazi-n-Chief himself exploded 
the fiction in a speech delivered three weeks before. 
On that occasion he forgot for the moment. his “ Jew- 
war” lie, and declared, with truth, that “ there are two 
worlds standing opposed to each other, Others are 
correct,” he went on, “when they say: * With this 
world we can never reconcile ourselves.” If this 
notable ohiter dictum means anything, it can only be 
that this is not a war between Jews and plutocrats on 
the one hand and innocent Germany fighting for the 
“ New Order” on the other, but between two theories 
of human conduct and happiness, a fight in which the 
whole world and all that is implied in the word Civilisa- 


tion are at stake. If any of the fools in this or any 


other country who hang on the speeches of Hitler and | 


his “gang of outlaws” have ever a lucid interval in 
their trenzied Jew-mania, must they not by now realise 
that they have been infamously swindled, and that the 
description of the war as merely one for or against 
Jewish domination stands exposed, out of the mouth 
of Hitler himself, as a wicked falsehood designed to 
take in ignoramuses and half-wits? 

It has often been said that tyrants assail their victims 
for alleged sins and defects which are usually, in 
marked degree, their own. The whole fcious career 
of Nazidom has been a triumphant demonstration of 
this ugly truth. Hitler rants of a supposed crazy Jewish 
lust for domination. But his own ‘bid for world 
domination has been loudly and cynically avowed by 
his sycophants in the past few weeks. President Roose- 
velt spoke only too accurately when he declared, in 


-his speech, that “the Nazi masters of Europe have 


made it clear that they intend to dominate not only 
all the life and thought in their own country, but also 
to enslave all Europe and then use the resources of 
Europe to dominate the rest of the world.” To that 
end, it may be added, they accumulated colossal 
armaments while the supposed “ war-hungry”™ and 
“Jew-influenced " democracies dreamed serenely their 
blissful dreams of cternal peace. 

The same process of attributing to others the Nazi 
leaders’ own foul crimes has been seen at work in con- 
nection with others of Hitler's victims besides the Jews 
—in the trick of justifying the invasion of little countries 
like Czechoslovakia, on the ground that these were 


preparing to invade Germany. Only this week the 
same Nazi trick is exemplified once more by Hitler's 
idiotic whine that only the “Churchill crimes” of 
bombing German cities moved the otherwise tender- 
hearted Nazis, after a long interval of Teutonic patience, 
to rain death and destruction on British civilians. When 
the Nazi chiefs complained of pre-war German Jewry’s 
alleged acquisitiveness and peculations, and their sup- 
posed plans to control the country, they were at that 
very moment pillaging and swindling the Jews as well 
as their own people for their private gain, and plotting 
the control of the entire world. It ts the same old pro- 
cess in the case of the Nazi cries of “ Jew-war” and 
* Jew-domination “—Nazi lies to which all men every- 
where should surely, by now, be wise; for, if not now, 
then, in all conscience, when? 

Hitler himself, as he has made abundantly clear in 
his own writings, is convinced of the incorrigible 
stupidity of the bulk of mankind. He must therefore 
be furious at the thought that all his gigantic out- 
pourings of money on the tasks of corrupting and 
dividing his enemies may finally prove in vain. The 
obvious awakening of America to the facts, despite the 
lavish sums he has spent in bribing the weak to deceive 
the fools, must have come as a grievous blow’ to: his 
theory of human stupidity. That awakening was 
expressed by Mr. Roosevelt in vivid language : 

“Let us no longer blind ourselves,” he said, “to 
the undeniable fact that the evil forces which have 
crushed, undermined, and corrupted so many others 
are already within our gates’ The Government knows 
much about them, and every day is ferreting them 
out. .. . Their purpose ts to destroy our unity. There 
are also Americans—-many in high places--who, mostls 
unwittingly, are aiding and abetting these agents. | 
do not charge these with being foreign agents, >but 
| do charge them with doing exactly the kind of work 
which they know the Dictators want done in the 
United States.” 

These words must be strikingly familiar to our readers. 
They apply forcibly to many other countries, Great 
Britain included. The sooner their significance is 
universally recognised the earlier the hour of the Nazis’ 
downtall. 

Once their truth is firmly grasped the whispered 
or spoken folly of appeasement and negotiated peace 
will cease. Experience, Mr. Roosevelt warns us, proves 
beyond doubt that no nation can appease the Nazis; 
“no man can tame a tiger into being a kitten by 
stroking it.” A negotiated peace he derides as “ non- 
sense.” It would not be a peace at all, he says, but 
another armistice leading to the most gigantic arms 
race and the most devastating trade war in history. 
And as for the Nazis’ proposed “New Ordgr,” this 
is only “an unholy alliance of power and pell to 
dominate and enslave the human race.” There can be 
no room for these things in the minds of truly peace- 
loving and forward-looking men. 

And so, grievous and painful though the price may 
be, the fight will go on until the devils of the Germans’ 
illusions and fanaticisms are cast out by themselves 
and they return with cleansed hearts to the comity of 
civilised nations. Better face the truth betimes than 
lament later on when new and greater rivers of blood 
and tears are flowing as a result of present hesitations. 
That ts the bounden duty which we owe to ourselves 
and to the coming generations, and from which neither 
honour nor justice can release us. 


FULL STEAM ASTERN 


One of the most encouraging features of American Jewish 
life has been the wise provision by which the United 
Palestine Appeal, the Joint Distribution Committee, and the 
National Refugee Service have combined in their public 
requests for funds, instead of each of them making a 
separate approach. This arrangement is now, however, re- 
ported to have been scrapped, following the failure of the 
negotiations for its renewal, and accordingly each body will, 
in the new year, issue its Own appeal. No particulars are at 
the moment available as to the reasons for the breakdown, 
and it must be assumed that it has not been lightly incurred. 
Nevertheless, such a lapse in a Community to which many 
have looked for inspiration in the orderly conduct of 
charity work cannot but be not a little disconcerting, and all 
the more so since it comes at a time when fhe claims of 
Jewish suffering on the kind-hearted are many and the 
further prospect in that regard is incalculable. 


COMPETITION UNAVOIDABLE 


IN this country there has been a sensible tendency to 
reduce the number of appeals made to the Community. 
This was seen, for instance, when Zionists joined hands with 
the refugee organisation in. collecting funds for Hitler's 
victims. Nor is it now likely that the policy of philanthropic 
separatism will present itself at this moment as a practicable 
one. For our resources are being progressively depleted, 
and the big drum of charity has to be beaten very hard. 
Certainly any joint charitable efforts between British and 
American Jewries could only be helped by a system of 
co-ordination in each, The three American bodies. we 
are assured, will continue their work “in cordial relation- 
ship.” One hopes so, But the possibilities of friction, 
and waste of energy and money, must be hard to eliminate, 
to say nothing of the irritation produced among the charit- 


able by repeated appeals and the effect this may have on 
the volume of their support. 


OUR GREATEST PROBLEM 


Wuat is described as a “consultation” on the problems 
of the Jewish religious education of evacuees is to be held 
at Oxford next month under the auspices of the Board 
of Deputies and the leading Jewish educational bodies. The 
gathering will presumably be a public one, and as such will 
serve the vital purpose of “ educating” adults and perhaps 
stimulating their interest in a matter on which knowledge 
is not too widespread or interest too profound. Certainly, 
no very great progress can be looked for unless adult Jewry 
begins to take the religious training of its children vastly 
more seriously than it has ever done before. Without that, 
the active co-operation of parents with the teachers — so 
important a factor in the’problem—cannot be achieved, and 
the money for educational work will continue hard to come 
by. The consultation, or conference, is, it would appear, to 
be concerned with the religious education of evacuees. But 
though, of course, the circumstances of these young charges 
must present features peculiar to their present situation, and 
arrangements in respect of them may up to a point be there- 
fore transient, it will be impossible for the conference to 
limit its horizon to the next year or two. The whole system 
of Jewish education in this country has, indeed, long been 
under fire. Whether it was assailed as inadequate or too 
adequate, whether its curricula went too far or not far 
enough, whether. the teaching was mainly right or mainly 
wrong, in no quarter has there been unqualified approval, 
and from the din of confused counsel no clear, or at any 
rate agreed, ideas have ever emerged. 


“NEW ORDER” IN: EDUCATION 


THe fact ts that few activities among us have exhibited 
quite the same lack of adaptability and flexibility, and: the 
same sturdy and unbending slavery to the past, as Jewish 
education. It has gone on among large numbers of our 
people with an almost complete disregard of change in a 
world where nothing stands still, or can hope to survive if 
it does. And tt has therefore become routine, lifeless, and 
a subject unattractive to young and old alike. All this ts 
clearly recognised by authorities on the subject. “One 
might well ask,” said Dr. Nathan Morris a few weeks ago, 
“whether the type of teaching they had been giving up tll 
now was best adapted to present conditions.” “It was no 
good pretending,” said Dr. M. Epstein last week, “ that the 
old methods, old systems, and old curricula would serve 
adequately to-day,” and the same speaker also referred to 
the coming conference, upon another occasion, as a gathering 
for an exchange of views “ on what one might term the new 
type of education.” Dr. Morris expressed the view that out 
of the conference might come agreemen,on basic principles. 
Perhaps the failure to achieve this before now reflects the 
intractable religious differences that prevail in the Com- 
munity. But despite these, there must still be a’ large 
measure of common ideas, wholly or fully formed, which 
might be lined up in support of educational reform and 
carry the Community a good long way to that goal. In any 
case, the Conference should serve to clarify opinion, and to 
disclose the common ground on which the new order in 
Education—at least as important as the profusion of other 
“new orders now being industriously propounded—can be 
erected. Ihe Conference should therefore be welcomed, 
and one only hopes that i will not separate without some 
concrete and creative steps being taken not merely to explore 
the held but to build upon it.

| In the preceding half-year, 
it is explained, only some 1,300 of the 9,400 immigrants 
for whose admission certificates had been granted managed 
to ceach their destination within the prescribed period. The 
validity of the certificates held by the unsuccessful ones was 
accordingly extended for a further half-year, but it is argued 
that travel difficulties may prevent some of these immigrants 
from arriving until the operation of a number of factors 
will have produced a surplus of labour and consequently a 
serious unemployment problem. On the grounds of this 
argument, the Government have decided that a new quota is 
unjustified. But as it is probable that some of the unused 
certificates will not be utilised, a strictly limited number of 
replacement certificates will be granted in respect of these. 


PALESTINE AFTER THE WAR 


Ir would beruseless to disguise the disappointment to 
which this announcement must give rise, coming as it does 
at a moment when the need for the Palestinian outlet is 
especially desperate, and the fact that it follows on 
the determined measures taken against “ illegal immigrants ” 
can only deepen feeling. One can only hope that we are 
not in for an indefinite repetition of the present ban should 
present obstacles persist, and that no practicable step will be 
neglected to mitigate, if not remove, the present difficulties. 
Is i perhaps too optimistic to see in these war-time disloca- 
tions the heralding of a complete break with past administra- 
tive practice in Palestine, and the turning over of a new 
leaf there when peace comes? Many drastic changes will te 
inevitable when the new intérnational order comes to be 
bunt, and it is unthinkable that these should not include a 
square deal and a happier time for the Jewish National 
Home. No different development could surely be con- 
templated by a nation which has drawn the sword in order 
to ensure respect for the pledged word and fair play for 


the weak and oppressed.

Many 
of these patients are women with husbands in the Forces, and 
they take them problems to Social service organisations to beg 
for aid to. pay these doctors’ bills The result is that certain 
Jewish doctors’ names become notorious in this way and odium 
is brought upon the whole Jewish Community because of their 
individual behaviour, 

I should also like to make. the suggestion that Jewish doctors’ 
wives should participate m gencral social work among their 
husbands’ working class patients. It would conduce to better 
fecling between Jew and Gentile, and it would also be noted 
and commented on by people in high places who can see what 
is being done 

It is a remarkable fact that not a single Jewish doctor or 
his wife. is connected in any way with the Liverpool Child 
Welfare Association! Merseyside Jewish Women's only attempt 
at general social work has resulted in the Jewish Women's 
Personal Service Society, but it ts to be regretted that the 
eXcellent work carried on by this body is so limited in scope. 

Anti-Semitism could be stemmed to a certain extent if Jewish 
people participated more fully im social welfare work for the 
gencral: community, and if they were prepared to undertake a 
few onerous tasks without the glamour of the limelight or 
monetary remuncration.

WHEN THE BLITZ STRUCK MANCHESTER 


Damage in Jewish Areas 
RELIEF MEASURES | 


{From our Correspondent) 


In the air raid on the Manchester district at the 
beginning of last week, the Jewish Community bore a 
heavy share of the damage inflicted by the Nazi bombs, 
and, as in other attacked cities, Jewish A.F.S. and A.R.P. 
personnel and Home Guards played a valiant part in the 
city’s defences. 

Much damage was done to Jewish shops along one or two 
main streets. Two houses directly adjoining a large Syna- 
gogue were badly bombed, but the Synagogue itself had only 
a few windows broken. ‘ 

In one street, a direct hit destroyed a nurses’ home adjoin- 
ing a hospital, but the hospital itself was only slightly damaged. 
Fortunately, the nurses were not in their quarters at the time, 
but were in the hospital itself looking after the patients. Thanks 
to the bravery and cool-headedness of the nurses and membcrs 
of the Red Cross detachment attached to the hospital, all the 
patients were safely brought down from the wards to refuge 
rooms during the “ blitz.” and later evacuated to another 
hospital some distance away. . 


The Interrupted Red Cross Dance 


The members of the local Red Cross detachment (who are 
most of them Jewish) were called to their posts within a few 
minutes of the beginning of the raid from a tea dance which 
they had been holding that afternoon. Some fretnds at the 
dance insisted on accompanying them to the hospital, and, un- 
fortunately, during the bombing two young women (Mrs. Wand 
and Miss Tauber) were killed, and a number of the young 
men and women volunteers in the Red Cross detachment were 
injured. It is belicved that some of the servants in the nurses’ 
home were killed. 

A club and a small Synagogue in one street were badly hit, 
and for a great part of the street's length houses have had 
their windows and many of their doors and fixtures blown out. 

Most of the Jewish families who were bombed out were 
found temporary accommodation cither with relatives and 
friends or at the local Corporation Rest Centre. 

Several Jewich shops and warchouses in other districts were 
badly damaged. In general, the losses have been rather of 
property than of life, the fatal casualties appearing to be much 
smaller in number in the. whole city than might have been 
expected in such an indiscriminate raid. —™ 


Information Bureau Opened 


The Council of Manchester and Salford Jews has taken 
rompt measures to offer succour and advice to local people 

aced with suffering or problems as a result of the air raids. 
An information bureau (staffed by a communal secretariat, con- 
sisting of Messrs. I. Ephraim, David Freeman, M. Gold«tone, 
and J. Ribatzkic) is now open each afternoon from 2.30 to 
4.30 at Frankenburg House, 184, Cheetham Hill Road (Phone: 
Blackfriars O800). The opening of this burcau was decided 
upon at a mecting of the Council's Welfare Committee, presided 
over on Monday by Councillor A. Moss. It was also decided 
to organise a central clothing depot and to secure the use 
of several Synagogue halls and other premises as rest centres 
for persons rendered homeless by the raids. Rabbi K: Rosen 
and Mr. I. Apicibaum, respectively, offered to the Committee the 
use of the Higher Crumpsall Synagogue Hall and the Kershaw 
House Refugee Hostel, Alexandra Road, Moss Side, for this 
purpose. The Higher Broughton Synagogue Hall, also, is to 
uced as a rest centre should occasion arise. 

Messrs. Eli Fox and D. Friedman, Hon. Officers of the Linas 
Hazedek Society, reported to the Committee steps taken towards 
the placing in local apartments of a number of clderly evacuces 
who had recently arrived in Manchester from other bombed 
areas. 

The newly opened Information Bureau wiil endeavour to 
direct inquirers to the Corporation department or Jewish com- 
munal organisation which is likely to be able to deal most 
appropriately with their particular problems. 


Manchester's Morale Unbroken 


A well-known communal leader and his family had a narrow 
escape when a bomb destroyed premises next door to their 
home. Not far away, a Jewish grocery shop was laid in ruins, 
but fortunately the family to whom the shop belonged were 
in a shelter near by at the time and came safely out of the 
ordeal. As ih other bombed cities, there have been many 
cases here of’ people's lives having been saved through their 
taking shelter, while their houses or shops were destroyed or 
damaged. 

If the Nazis think that they have broken the morale of Man- 
chester folk by these raids they are very much mistaken. Jew 
and Gentile alike are more grimly determined than ever to

The cost is being 
met by a private donation. 

This is the first effort of the kind to be attempted during 
the Community's two centuries of existence. 


THE DELAMERE HOME 


Owing to the recent “ blitz” in Manchester the Jewish Fresh 
Air Home and School, Delamere, is an even greater necessity 
than hitherto. Since the war, revenue has fallen to a dangerously 
low level, whilst there has been an exceptional tacrease in 
expenditure in providing aif-raid precautions, shelters, and 
bunks for the children. Even under normal conditions it is hardly 
believable that Manchester Jewry would allow this institution 
to go under; under present conditions it is inconceivable that 
they will not respond and keep the doors open. Donations

_ANGLO-JEWRY IN DANGER 


Leeds Must Assume Greater Responsibility 


MORE CLERGY NEEDED 


[From our Correspondent) 

Anglo-Jewry was never in greater danger of disintegra- 
tion—through the scattering of its forces through the 
evacuation of thousands of Jewish children in rural areas 
for whose religious and moral welfare no adequate -pro- 
vision has yet been made, and generally through the break- 
up of so many organised associations. So said Mr. D. I. 
Sandelson in presiding over a meeting of the Council of the 
Leeds United Hebrew Congregation held last Sunday. | 

Mr. Sandelson asked Leeds Jewry to enter into the difficulties 
which confronted the United Synagogue of London, and said 
that in view of its geographical situation, Leeds must assume 
a greater share of the Carden in co-ordinating efforts to pre- 
serve the continiity of Anglo-Jewish life. He welcomed the 
appeal by the Board of Deputies and hoped that no time would 
be lost in organising Jewish religious education for the evacuated 
children and in providing some form of Jewish life among the 
new communities that had recently grown up. It was a source 
of great regret, said the speaker, that Leeds was so_ lacking 
in clergy—a defect which it was the duty of the Leeds Com- 
munity as a whole to help to remedy at the earliest opportunity. 
Mr. Sandelson spoke of the work of the Rev. I. Cohen among 
the Jewish troops, and of the way the Communal Offices of the 
United Hebrew Congregation were used as a hive of Jewish 
enthusiasm where many war problems were tackled. 


United Hebrew Congregation Overburdened 


Mr. M. Sclare thought that the United Hebrew Congregation 
was overburdened and that some of the lay committees that 
had recently been formed, such as the Evacuation and Refugee 
Committees, should relieve it of some of the work thrown upon 
it. He thought it was also unfair that the United Hebrew 
Congregation should bear the expense and carry out singic- 
handed the welfare work among Jewish soldiers in the Northern 
Command. 

Mr. Henry Freedman, speaking of the applications for

Another step towards the establishment of an emergency 
communal feeding centre was taken at a meeting of the 
Glasgow Jewish Representative Council last week when 
rh plans for the project were drawn up. Mr. B. 

trump, J.P., presided. 
_ Submitting the report of the Special Committee which had 
investigated the project, Mr. E. Goldberg, Convener, said that 
they had had interviews with the local authorities, who had 
said there was no objection whatever to the Jewish Community 
making arrangements for the provision of kasher food, although 
arrangements had been completed for Glasgow citizens in 
general in the event of an emergency arising. The authorities 
said they were ready to co-operate and assist the Council in 
their scheme. 

Mr. oe reported that the Jewish Institute could pro- 
vide accommodation for 400 people at one sitting, while the 
premises of the Glasgow Jewish Ex-Servicemen’s Branch of 
the British Legion and the Jewish Workers’ Circle could each 
accommodate 150 people. In addition, Mr. J. Mandel had 
offered the use of his premises, where a further 200 people 
could be provided for. 

In the preliminary stages of the scheme, provision would be 
made for one meal per day for 200 people for one-month, but 
this could be extended or modified as circumstances dictated.

He will preach in churches, address non-Jewish audiences, and 
interview civic and other authorities. 

“ During my sojourn here,” said Mr. Swift, “1 have found 
the North-West authorities most helpful. The Biackpool Billet- 
ing Officer, Mr. H. Priestley, and Mr. F. C 
of Education, have been extremely good.” He also praised the 
joint Regional Advisory Committee Welfare Committees which 
have been set up at Blackpool, Lytham St. Annes, Preston, and 
Southport, on their good work. 

“ We aim,” -he said, “ at removing causes for the growth of 
anti-Semitism, which quite often is due, not to differences in 
race or creed, but to differences in type, as between South and 
Northern England. We are forming canteens where Kasher 
meals will be served and a common-room provided for 
recreation, This has already tysen arranged for the Blackpool, 
Preston, Southport, and Lytham St. Annes districts.”

“LEADING FASCISTS NOT 
ARRESTED” 


Ex-B.U.F. Member’s Allegations 


Mr. J. R. Smeaton-Stuart, an ex-member of the B.U.F., 
who was recently released from detention under Defence 
Regulation 18b, has distributed a circular on the workings 
of the Regulation, in which he alleges, among other things, 
that there has been preferential treatment of certain of the 
more highly placed Fascists. 

He claims that “ detainees of means and influence receive 
priority of interrogation and/or release which others are not 
favoured with. (Several names of such people are given.) 
One active Norfolk member with wealth and with no family 
responsibilities was, he says, released only 10 days after 
interrogation. 

It is also alleged that numbers of those detained were not, 
in fact. members of the B.U.F., whereas numbers of leading 
B.U.F. officials were left at large: “It ts remarkable that 
several very important officials were never arrested.” These, 
according to the writer, included holders of high posts, 
voluntary members of the headquarters staff, prospective 
Parliamentary candidates, titled ladies and women whose 
names are well known, a knight, an admiral, and a high 
officer who was a member of the Directorate of Policy. Mr. 
Smeaton-Stuart also remarks on the failure im the circumstances 
to include-an M.P. ex-member. 

The circular. the writer states, has been sent to all members 
of the House of Commons and to several members of the 
House of Lords. 


ANTI-JEWISH SLOGANS IN 
MANCHESTER 
[From our Correspondent—MANCHESTER] 


The war has by no means put an end to the Fascist anti- 
Semitic slogan nuisance. Slogans have been reappearing 
from time to time on walls in the Blackley and Hyde Road, 
Ardwick. districts of Manchester, chalked up, apparently, 
during’ the black-out. 

That the anti-Semites are nothing less than Fifth Columnists 
is clear from the disruptive tone of their propaganda. An 
inscription near Boggart Hole Clough, two feet by fifteen feet 
in size, reads: “ Release Mosley, Intern the Jews.” Elsewhere 
in Blackley, “ Stop this Jewish War, Mosley for Peace can 
be seen, and in Ardwick the Fascists have written: “ Out with 
the Jewish warmongers ” and “ Conscript the Jews.” 


LEICESTER FEELS LET DOWN 


Anglo-Jewry’s Leaders and the Crisis 
NEGLECT OF PROVINCES ALLEGED 
From Mr. MARK HENIG (President, Leicester Hebrew 


onegregation) 
To the Editor of THe Jewisu CHRONICLE 


Sirk,—I have read with interest a note from your Blackpool 
correspondent in last week's issue of THe Jewtsu CHRONICLE 
regarding the Blackpool Jewish Community's evacuee .prob- 
lems. The Leicester Jewish Community is faced with exactly 
the same difhiculties 

Our pre-war Community numbered some 60 families, totalling 
probably some 300 souls in all. The past months has seen an 
increase in the Jewish population in this city amounting to prob- 
ably an additional 400, besides an equal, if not larger, influx 
into the surrounding county. There are, unfortunately, amongst 
these evacuees a good proportion of poorer people, and in the 
event of any unfortunate occurrence, Such as described by yout 
correspondent, they look tp the Jewish Community of Leicester 
to foot the bill. This we have always been ready to do, but 
our financial resources are not unlimited, and the time is shortly 
arriving when we shall be unable to do anything at all in this 
respect. 

There are, however, amongst these new Jewish arrivals to 
the city a good proportion who are quite capable of helping 
the local Jewish Community trom the financial point of view. 
If they are approached, however, to become members of the 
Synagogue, so that the additional finance can be used to help 
the oorer evacuees, they invariably reply that since they are 
members of at least four Synagogues in London they obviously 
cannot be expected to belong to a fifth Synagogue in the 
Provinces. A number of these people have brought their 
families to the city and have opened branches of their busi- 
nesses in the city, so they cannot be classed as “ temporary ” 
residents. Obviously, they are shirking their responsibilities, 
but unfortunately there is no power which can compel them to 
give the assistance which they should 

There is one other aspect of the case to which I should 
like to draw your attention, and that is the help which the 
Board of Deputies should be giving to us, but which, up to 
the time of writing, has not been forthcoming. The Jewish 
education of the evacuees in this area is a particularly vital 
one, but although the Board promised me some weeks ago 
that a welfare officer would be sent to the city to deal exclu- 
sively with the difficulties of the evacuees in the city and 
county, nothing has been done in the matter. We have only 
one teacher and his assistant to look after the ‘local Jewish 
classes, which has some 50 pupils. and with early black-out. 
restricting the time of Jewish tuition to the week-ends, it is 
obviously impossible for us to undertake the education of the 
evacuee children, who probably number over 100. 

The fact of the matter, in my opinion, is that prior to the 
war the London Jewish Communities looked upon themselves 
as representing British Jewry, «provincial Communities not 
interesting them in the slightest. The time may not be far 
distant, if it has not already arrived, when perhaps they will 
discover that the smaller provincial Communities are also of 
some importance in the Jewish life of the country. 

The Board of Deputies and the United Synagogue are well 
aware of our problems here, but we ‘have not received any 
practical assistance from either body. In addition, would it 
be asking too much of the Chief Rabbi of the British Empire 
on his own initiative to pay us a visit to help us with our 
problems? 

If our leaders really feel that the solution of these prob- 
lems is beyond their capabilities, it would be preferable for 
them to say so, instead of making mysterious promises of 
assistance which fail to materialise.

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Obituary 


THE REV. DR. J. ABELSON 
Leeds Religious Leader 


Leeds Jewry mourns the death of the former senior 
minister of the United Hebrew Congregation, the Rev. Dr. 
J. Abelson, which occurred last week. Dr. Abelson retired 


*two years ago, after serving the Leeds Community for 


eighteen years. 

Joshua Abelson was born 67 years ago at Merthyr Tydvil, 
South Wales, where his father was Minister. He was educated 
at Jews’ College and University College, London, where, in 
1 he was awarded his M.A. degree in Oriental Languages 
(with distinction). He gained a Doctorate of Literature for 
a thesis on “ The Immanence of God in Rabbinical Literature,” 
im 1911. In 1899 he was appointed Minister of the Bristol 


‘Hebrew Congregation ; became Principal of Aria College, Ports- 


mouth, in 1907; and accepted a “call” to become Minister at 
Cardiff in 1919. He succeeded the late Rabbi Moses Abrahams 
as Minister of the Great Synagogue, Leeds, in 1920. 

Dr. Abelson early set about the combating of anti-Semitism 
which was prevalent in Leeds, and the tackling of probiems 
of adjustment as between the Jewish Community and others. 
He did much to spread a knowledge of the Jews and their 
belicfs, and he took -a prominent part in both the civic and 
religious life of the city. For very many years he was the 
indefatigable Hon. Secretary of the Jewish Board of Guardians. 
He was also Hon. Secretary of the Talmuct Torah School, 
Trafalgar Terrace; Hon. Superintendent of the Street Lane 
Hebrew Classes: a member of the Beth Din; Chairman of the 
Ministers’ Visitation Committee: President of the Literary 
Section of the Jewish Institute; Hon. Secretary of the Leeds 
Branch of the Anglo-Jewish Association: Chairman of the 
Area Commitice of the Jewish Memorial Council: and Chap- 
lain to “ The Major Clive Behrens” branch of the British 
Legion. 

In 1920, Dr. Abelson joined the advisory committee for 
juvenile employment in connection with the Mimstry of Labour, 
representing Leeds Jewry Gn that body, and in 1928 he. was 
actively associated with a movement organised by religious 
sections for the greater rcalisation of civic duties and the 
recognition of a close relationship between the duties of citizen 
shin and those of religion 

Dr. Abelson was forthright in his denunciation of short 
comings in the Community, his: condemnation of ostentatious 
behaviour and festivities being particularly severe. In 1939 
presentations were made to him by the United Hebrew Congre- 
gation and other institutions, and many tributes were paid 
to him for his services. 

The late Minister was highly respected by fellow-theologians 
He was a keen student of Jewish mysticism. to which he 
devoted vears of research Among his published works were 
* Maimonides on the Jewish Creed,” and “ Jewish Mysticism,” 
and he wrote articles for encyclopedias-and journals, including 
many sermons and other. contributions in THe JewisH

The Funeral 


The funcral was held last Friday amidst many 
of sorrow. The cortége was halted at the Great Synagoguc. 
B-lerave Street, where a memorial service was held. attended 
by representatives of all the local Synagogues and institutions 
in Leeds, Bradford, and Harroga The service was conducted 
by the Revs. J. Apfel and § ly and a memorial oration 
was delivered by the Rev A. S. Super. who succeeded Dr.

He had been concerned not only with fis own community, 
but looked upon himself also as an ambassador to the non- 
Jewish world, and there was multiplied evidence of the appre- 
civtion which was widely felt of his explanations of what the 
Jew stood for,

MR. DANIEL FROHMAN 
‘American Theatrical Producer 


Mr. Daniel Frohman, veteran American theatrical pro- 
ducer, died yesterday week in New York at the age of 89. 

Mr. Frohman, who was a leading figure in the theatre for 
over fifty years. was born in Sandusky, Ohio. Beginning his 
career as an office boy with the New York Trisune in 1866 he 
served for some vears on several newspapers. and then became 
manager of travelling theatrical companies. From 1879 onwards 
he was manager of a number of New York theatres and at the 
Lyceum Theatre organised a stock company which was famous 
for its fine performance of good plays, and came to be known 
as the “ School of Stars.” He also managed, together with his 
brother, the late Mr. Charles Frohman (who went down with 
the Lusitania in 1915), many famous theatrical figures. 

On the death of his brother, Mr. Frohman took over the 
administration of his affairs and was appointed joint manager 
of Charles Frohman, Inc He was also a director of the 
Famous Players-Lasky Film Company, which he assisted in 
organising in '©i2. The deceased producer was a member of 
the Jewish Actors’ Guild and other Actors’ Guilds, and was 
President of the Actors’ Fund of America. He was a member 
of the Rodeph Shalom Congregation of New York. 


MR. MORRIS ORNSTEIN 


The cause of Zionism and the Jewish National Fund lost 
a faithful supporter in the recent death of Mr. Morris Ornstein, 
in his 47th year. 

Mr. Ornstein served the J.N.F. in many capacities (writes 
Mr. Maurice Rosette). Though shunning the limelight, he 
was the real power behind the Brondesbury J.N.F. Commission, 
which has to its credit several of the most successful functions 
ever organised on behalf of the Fund. He was unassuming 
and modest, but his belief in our cause in Palestine burnt as 
a steady flame. 

Mr. Frank Baker writes: Morris Ornstein was reserved in 
disposition, and his name has never appeared among the leaders 
in Anglo-Jewry; but no institution, charitable, educational, 
or relivious, ever appealed to him in vain. His desire was 
to perform righteousness without ostentation or fuss. He 
was a devoted hushand and father, a trusted and faithful 
servant of the Community. and a friend to all. 

Mr. Ben Moss writes: Those who were privileged to know 
Morris Ornstein will agree that he was one of the very few 
men against whom no one ever breathed a word. His sim- 
plicity almost amounted to humility, a quality so rare in a 
successful business man, Jewry mourns the loss of an ardent 
communal worker, a generous and unostentatious donor to 
all types of charities, and a Joyal friend.

RED CABBAGE 


So many people only think of red cabbage 
as a pickle to serve with cold meat, but it is 
excellent served as a hot vegetable; here 
are some different ways of cooking it. 


Stewed Red Cabbage 


One red cabbage; sugar, 1 oz.; 1 large sour 
apple; vinegar, 2 tabiespoonfuls; dripping, 
2 ozs.; salt and pepper. 

REMOVE outer leaves of the cabbage, cut 
into quarters, and shred it finely. Put in a 
bowl, cover with boiling water, and let 
stand for half an hour. Drain off water 
and put in a saucepan with the dripping, 
vinegar, the apple (peeled, cored, and 
chopped), sugar, salt, and pepper, and 4 pint 
water; cover and cook in a very slow oven 
or over a very gentle heat for 24-3 hours. 
Stir occasionally and if necessary add a 


little more water, but this should not be © 


necessary if cooked slowly enough. 


Red Cabbage—Dutch Method 

One red cabbage: vinegar, | gill; water, 14 
pints; apples, } Ib.; rice, | teacupful; sugar, 

oz.; dripping or margarine, | oz.; salt. 

Prepare and scald cabbage as in previous 
recipe. Peel, core, and chop apples. Put the 
cabbage in layers in a casserole and sprinkle 
each layer with chopped apple and rice, Add 
sugar and salt and pour over water and 
vinegar. Cover closely and cook in a slow 
oven or over a very gentle heat for 3 hours. 
The more slowly it is cooked, the better. 


Red Cabbage With Potatoes 

One red cabbage: vinegar, 4 gill; 3 large 
potatoes: sugar, 2 ozs.; dripping or 
margarine, 2 ozs.; water. 

Wash, trim, and shred cabbage. 
slice potatoes. 

Melt dripping in a casserole, add cabbage, 
and stir over a gentle heat for 2 or 3 
minutes without browning, add vinegar, 
sugar, and sufficient water just to cover and 
season with salt. Simmer very gently in the 
oven or on top of the stove for 2 hours, 
add the sliced potatoes, and cook very 
slowly another hour. Thicken liquid with 
a little flour before serving. 

N.B.—Sausages are very good with red 
cabbage and can either be cooked separately 
or laid on top of the cabbage in the 
casserole for the last half-hour it ts cooking. 


Red Cabbage and Chestnuts 


A small red cabbage: sugar, 4 07z.; chest- 
nuts, | Ib.: dripping or margarine, 2 o7zs.; 
sultanas, 2 o7s.: flour, tablespoonful; 
vinegar, 2 tablespoonfuls. 

Prepare and scald cabbage and cook till 
tender, as in first recipe. 

Meanwhile, shell chestnuts and boil till 
tender, adding sultanas the last 10 minutes. 
When the cabbage is tender, sprinkle in the 
flour, add chestnuts and sultanas and return 
to the oven for another 15 minutes.

When you go Bargain-Hunting 


Adapting Shopping Ideas to Wartime Needs 


UTRE temps, autre meeurs—other 
times, other manners—is a saying with 
which most women would agree. Theirs 


_is the supreme gift of adaptation, of fitting 


to the needs of the moment the methods and 
procedure best calculated to achieve a 
maximum of good results, Other times 
indeed call for other customs, and to-day 
when we shop, either at sales or in the 
ordinary way, we have to look not so much 
for bargains from a strict price point of 
view, but for good and useful articles which 
we know we shall need, and which might 
in the future be difficult to obtain. 

Prices, because of the official control, are 
not altogether our present problem, although 
naturally we all like to get the best possible 
value for our money. The most important 
thing is to have a definite plan and to look 
ahead as regards requirements. 


Observation and Imagination 


We need to-day to use our powers of 
observation and our imagination for the 
needs of to-morrow. Certain things are 
difficult to get. Loo! w them and when 
you spot them, bear in mind your neigh- 
bours’ needs as well as your own. We can 
all of us extend that spirit of unty and 
co-operation which has been so marked a 
characteristic of these times of trouble into 
the Commonplace act of helpfulness towards 
our neighbours by shopping for them when 
opportunity arises. 

It is in the public interest now that a 
minimum of journeying to and fro should 
be made, so that the almost ritual ceremony 
of bargain-hunting which in normal years 
occupies sO many women at this season 
should be done communally. This method 
certainly involves additional trouble for 
the shopper, but it is a trouble that should 


be accepted in the same spirit as that which 


has met handsomely so much of the incon- 
venience of war time. 

The volunteer shopper sets forth, list in 
hand, the fray. She has in miad, assisied 
by the notes she has compiled, a clear 
notion of what she wants to buy. But 
perhaps in one shop she will suddenly come 
across something that she knows has been 
sought for many weeks by a member of 
her own houschold or by one of her neigh- 
bours. It is then that she must use her 
ingenuity and her imagination and willingly 
accept the responsibility of making the 
additional purchase. 


For example, it might happen that a 
shopper seeking war-time bargains in shoes 
discovers children’s Wellingtons in a cer- 
tain store. She knows that a neighbour has 
been awaiting the next consignment of 
these priceless items of infant footwear for 
many weeks. Now Wellingtons are nasty 
knobbly things to carry, and in war time it 
is not always easy to get things delivered. 
So she makes the -best of things: has the 
boots packed as small as possible and adds 
them to her already growing burden, And 
to-day she has no need to go into matters 
of style or price. They are children’s 
rubber boots, which are needed, so she buys 
them with the comforting knowledge that 
she is contributing by her additional effort 
towards the safety and health of a child 
member of the nation. 


Her own clothes are bought on very much 


the same principle. The wisest plan in 
arranging a spring outfit, which is nearly 
always at the back of the winter sales 
buyer's mind, is to adapt your purchases 
to the complete toilette you have visualised, 
and work as nearly as you can towards it, 
Matching colours is difficult, so you should 
choose an outfit in which the epfceteras and 
the possibilities of clashing are few. 

In the picture on this page you see Miss 
Ann Sheridan as she appeared in a recent 
film, wearing a one-piece wool dress, with 
a narrow turned-down collar, which is 
draped across to close at one side. The 
feature of the coat is the peplum, or petal 
basque, which is cut away sharply at the 
front, and flares across the back. A broad 
girdle of alligator finishes the natural waist- 
line, andthe suit is worn with a turban 
of brown velveteen. 

Now you can improvise on this get-up 
in several ways, and your sales buying 
should help you to acquire all the materials 
for it, assuming that you care for the style 
and think: it will become you. The suit 
itself can be made from two different rem- 
nants, if you cannot find enough in one 
length to make both the coat and skirt 
sections, You can wear a wool-trimmed 
canvas belt, and make your turban of gay 
colours to match the principal colours of 
the trimming. 


Bargains for the Household 


Household goods are a real need at the 
moment, and it is cheering to find that 
several stores are offering them at bargain 
prices, and are making genuine reductions. 
It is wise economy to arquire as many 
household cloths and dusters as you can, as 
these mav later be difficult to buy. Even 
if the purchase of some household goods 
to-day means a temporary stringency in 
other domestic arrangements, it ts well worth 
while laying in a good stock of such umpor- 
tant things as sheets, blankets, towels. etc 

Children’s clothes, too. should be laid in 
well in advance. It is unwise to wait until 
the season is upon you before attempting 
to make purchases. You should buy all 
children’s shoes and socks slightly .on the 
large side, and this particular principle goes, 


too. for underclothes. nicht-clothes, and 
top-coats. We shall have to wear our 
clothes to-day over a longer period, and 


tucks and hems to be let out later will 
lengthen the life of a child’s garment. 

There ts less call for fancy clothes and 
shoes, and a greater demand for hard- 
wearing styles, but there is no reason why 
war time should not see the maximum co- 
operation in the spirit of cheerfulness which 
demands that you look your best.

£1,000 PROM SINGAPORE 


THe Times reported last week that Dr. 
J. V. Landor, of Singapore, has offered to 
lend to the British Government £1,000, free 
of interest, for the prosecution of the war, 
and that the offer has been gratefully 
accepted. I met Dr. and Mrs. Landor in a 
small Buckinghamshire town in the early 
months of the war (their children, attending 
school in England, were evacuated there}— 
he was paying, literally, a flying visit, as he 
came by air from Singapore. He is a 
brother of Mr. Isaac Landau, President of

In Singapore he is 
physician and 


registrar of the General 
Professor. of Medicine at 
Armstrong Medical College. He . has 
specialised in tropical medicine, and besides 
his Doctorate and “Conjoint” qualifications 
he holds the Diploma of Public Heaith and 
that of Tropical Medicine. For a time he 
was stationed in Johore, where he was 
physician. to the Sultan. 


FOR TEL-AVIV 


The heavy toll that the R.A.F. and the 
British Army have been taking of the 
Italians in the Libyan campaign has taken 
on a new interest for me on reading a letter 
in the AUSTRALIAN JewisH Heratp of 
October 24, lately to hand, from an 
Australian Jewish soldier, Private D. 
notre. serving in Egypt. After describ- 
ing the “ diggers’ journey and experiences, 
he speaks of their stay in Palestine. 

“IT was on leave in Tel-Aviv,” he goes on, 
“on that horrible day of Septeinber 9 when 
130 victims of Italian airmen were killed. They 
were mostly women and children, and every 
Australian who assisted in the terrible rescue 
work swore to avenge the wanton destruc- 
tion of human lives. Tel-Aviv will be avenged, 
and is being done so even now by our splendid 
Air Force. Jewish airmen, from Tel-Aviv, 
mechanics assisting in the care of the engines, 
wrote on big bombs which were later dropped 
on Italian bases, * For Tel-Aviv.’ ” 


THE NEW MACCABEAN 


Grave and gay are the letters which are 
sent home from our men in the Forces, and 
a lot of interest can be derived from their 
perusal. I have just seen a number of 
extracts of letters from members of the 
Oxford and St. George's Club, of the Bern- 
hard Baron Settlement, East London, in the 
club’s magazine, Fratres, and one in par- 
ticular I quote here: 


“ While I was on guard the tunes we used 
to sing at Rosh Hashana and Yom Kippur kept 


running through my mind until | had to burst 
forth into song. Can you imagine the: scene: 
stecl-helmeted and bayonet-fixed sentry emitting 
songs, the melodies of which were in vivid con- 
trast to the warlike dress of the singer? ” 


WHISTLING “ ADON OLAM” 


The episode above reminds me of a 
similar but—paradoxically—different epi- 
sode told to me by the Rev. Arthur Super, 
Chaplain to, the Forces, and Minister in 
civil life to the Leeds United Hebrew Con- 
gregation.~ He was visiting a unit some- - 
where in “the wilds” of England, when he 
heard a soldier whistling the tune of “ Adon 
Olam” which the ex-servicemen sing. In 
reply to Mr. Super’s question. the soldier 
stated that he was not a Jew but he had 
heard the tune, when his unit was near 
Leeds, at a service conducted by the Rev. 
Mr. Super' He liked the tune—and so 
“ Adon Olam” is now whistled in a part of 
England where no Jew lives. 


THE LIBERALS 


Although elsewhere in the paper, Mr. S. 
M. Rich explains that the quip about the 
Liberal Synagogue’s not being on the Lord's 
side—*“ Lord's” here being the famous 
cricket ground—attributed in THe Jewisu 
CHRONICLE a week or two ago to the late 
Rev. A. A. Green was really begot by the 
late Rev. H. L. Price, I must quote its 
“follow up” by the late Editor of this 
paper (Leopold J. Greenberg).

COMMUNAL “BED AND BOARD” 


Two United Synagogue Centres 
for the Bombed-Out 


[From our Special Correspondent) 


I have been visiting the Jewish Rest and Feeding Centre 
in Shacklewell Lane and the Communal Billet in Allerton 
Road-——both in Stoke Newington. Although entirely 
separate institutions, they are related by the fact that 
some of those who, after being bombed out of their homes, 
have found temporary rest and refuge at the first have 
later gone to live at the second. 

The Rest Centre is run by the L.C.C. under the supervision 
of the United Synagogue, which initiated the project. Since 
it was opened in October, 163 people have staved here. 

This Centre is attached to the Shacklewell Lane Synagogue 
—in the Gustave Tuck Hall—and when the scheme was first 
mooted, the Wardens (Mr. Godfrey Cherns, who is the Super- 
vising Officer) and Mr. H. Oster, the Minister (the Rev: M. 
Lew), and the Financial Representative (Mr. Sol. Heiser) gave 
wholeheartedly of their efforts in putting it into practice. The 
Centre's organising staff are all members of the teaching pro- 
fession. The Welfare Officers are Mr. L. C. Beber, J.P., and 
Mr. M. Arnold, while Mr. Sidney Scott is also a Supervisor. 

Mr. Cherns told me how closely the United Synagogue works 
with the Centre and how it provides additional comforts. 

Mr. Cherns praised highly the practical help given by the 
L.C.C., which, among other things, has provided all the kasher 
utensils. The Council, he said, has not refused a single request 
for arrangements required by Jewish custom and law. 

Among the amenities, I noticed the preparation of lists of 
vacant flats or houses for the benefit of those who can afford 
to move; newspapers and periodicals: a wireless set, gramo- 
phone, and easy chairs. There is a special rest room, a 
children’s playroom, and a medical room, which is _ visited 
daily by a doctor and nurse, so that if there is the slightest 
sign of infection, the case is immediately sent to hospital. 


The Allerton Road Billet 


The Communal Billet in Allerton Road was made available 
by the Stoke Newington Council, also on the initiative of the 
United Synagogue. 
~It is a God-send to those who wish to live in an Orthodox 
atmosphere and whose means are meagre. Billetees pay 15s. a 
week. They get four meals a day. saw some interesting 
notices (in Yiddish and English) about meal-times, regularity, 


and punctuality. One makes the request: If you have to be 
out specially and are likely to be late for a meal, please tell 
Miss Shuster (she is the Resident Supervising Officer in charge). 


Another asks billetees not to grumble unnecessarily but to . 


remember there is a war on and that “ you cannot always gct 
things you want, and when you do they are very expensive.” 

It was Mr. Wilsick, the Kesistant Secretary to the United 
Synagogue, who organised the establishment of this Communal 
Billet, which is the first in a chain of similar billets that it is 
hoped to set up very soon. 

Those running the hostel take care to see that there is nothing 
of the institution about it, but that it is made a home from 
home. A Chanucah service was conducted by the Rev. Dr. J. 
Rabbinowitz, who attends the Centre for the United Synagogue 
for the purpose of ay. advice and guidance.

ORDER OF ANCIENT MACCABEANS 
Professor Brodetsky’s Message 


[From our Correspondent MANCHESTER] 


In spite of the recent “ blitzkrieg,” delegates from various 
parts of the. North and from London attended the 44th 
annual conference of the Order of Ancient Maccabeans at 
Maccabean Hail, Cheetham Hill Road, Manchester, on 
Sunday last. 

The Grand Commander, Professor Selig Brodetsky, was 
prevented by illness from presiding, but he sent a message, in 
the course of which he said: Lae 

* Never has Jewish suffering been comparable to what it is 
to-day. Never have Jewish disillusionment, disappointment, and 
tragedy been comparable with what they are to-day, but the 
opportunities that lie before our hands are great. ; 

* IT am convinced that if Jewry will awake and understand its 
future, then we can emerge from this war not only with a 
reconstituted humanity, but also with a rebuilt Jewish nation 
and a Jewish State in Palestine. 

“ I hope that civilised humanity, led by Britain and the United 
States, realise now and will continue to realise that statesman- 
ship after the war will have to work out a statesmanlike 
solution to the Jewish problem, which will mean a statesman- 
like linking up of the future of the Jewish people with the 
future of Palestine.” 


Arabs and Jews 


The annual report, presented by the Deputy Grand 
Commander, Bro. A. Blain, states that “ relations between Jews 
and Arabs in Palestine have, in the past year, undergone a 
marked change for the better, since the Arabs realise that their 
future happiness and security depend upon exactly the same 
British victory as that for which Jews are praying and Striving. 

“It is disappointing,” goes on the report, “ that the obvious 
claim of the Jewish people, both in the National Home and the 
world as a whole, to take its place as an Ally in the present 
war has not yet been realised, and that the possibilities given 
to Jews in Palestine to take part in the war are disappoint- 
ingly small.” 

A telegram of Chanucah greetings was received by the Con- 
ference from Dr. Chaim Weizmann, President of the World 
Zionist Organisation. 

The convention approved the transfer as a gift*o the Jewish 
National Fund of 3,400 dunams of land near Gevzer, the 
birthpjace of the Maccabees. (This gift is rpeported under 
“ Land of Israel in this issue.) a

JEWISH YOUTH FUND 
Support for Habonim Hostel

1 understand that the Jewish Youth Fund, which has 
played a large part in the development in recent years of 
A.J.Y. clubs and which has of late shown itself anxious 
to encourage social service for Jewish youth in evacua- 
tion areas, has contributed a sum of money towards the 
Club Section of the Habonim Hostel for Jewish youth 
evacuees in Exmouth. 

To the best of my knowledge, this is the first time the Youth 
Fund has given a grant to a Jewish youth organisation which 
was not in one way or another connected with the AJ.Y. 
Needless to say, this move is all to the good, as it will —_ 
to remove the impression that only a certain section of Jewis 
youth can profit by it. ; 

In passing, it is only fair to mention that the AJ.Y. itself 
has,.in my opinion, never functioned better than it does at 
present, trying though conditions are. Besides attending to its 
own affairs it is rendering invaluable assistance to the Board 
of Deputies in connection with Jewish youth problems in 
evacuation areas. Much of the credit for this must go to4ts 
Secretary, Mr. David .Mellows, who has shown a wide under- 
standing of the needs of Jewish youth. 


HARMONY AT HACKNEY 


The Hackney Boys’ Club, together with its recent adjunct, 
the Hackney Jewish Girls’ Club (officially Known as_ the 
Hackney Associated Clubs), is cramming as much work as 
possible into the diminished hours of its club week. Perfect 
harmony exists between the boys and girls, who, although 
actually being in separate sections of the building, have many 
mixed activities, including P.T. and organised games. 

It has become increasingly common these days to find that 
a club is functioning mainly owing to the fact that a handful 
of people are working like Trojans and that without them the 
club might well collapse. “ Hackney is no exception. Mr. 
David Mellows. acting in place of Mr. H. B. Roland, its Chair- 
man, whose part in. forming the Club will not be easily for- 
gotten and who has had to leave London, Miss Rosa Lesser 
and Messrs. M. Aizen and H. Newblat are the “ handful 
doing the fighting in the case of “ Hackney.” 

At present the Club is open two days a_week, but the ques- 
tion of blast-proof rooms is being investigated, and if a satis-

factory plan is achieved, the hours of occupation by mem- 
bers will be appreciably extended. I wrote recently on this 
question of blast-proof rooms for clubs. It ts ho that the 
authorities are alive to the problem and that something will 
be done to solve it.

PROGRESSIVE JUDAISM 
Executive Meeting in London 


The Executive of the World Union for Progressive Judaism 
met in London recently to receive reports trom constituent 
organisations. 

News from the Palestinian congregations in Jerusalem, Tel- 
Aviv, and Haifa showed that they were continuing in_ their 
progress despite the war difficulties, and the educational work 
was particularly encouraging. The Executive reiterated its great 
indebtedness to the National Federation of Temple Sisterhoods, 
which had made a magnificext financial contribution to that 
work. Assistance had also been given through personal efforts 
in collecting donations by Dr. Morgenstern, Dr. Goldenson 
Dr. Rauch, and Dr Philipson. Those Synagogue collections had 
been supplemented ny the collection undertaken by Rabbi S. 
Wohl on behalf of the Central Conference of American Rabbis, 
to assist the pioneer work of the Palestine congregations. 

Encouraging reports were heard from the congregations in 
Johannesburg and Melbourne. The new Liberal Congrega- 
tion in Sydney, under the leadership of Rabbi Max Schenk, had 
applied to the World Union for affilation. 

Letters were received from the progressive congregation in 
Buenos Aires, which was growine in membership. Dr. Stcinthal 
is their Rabbi. It was also heard with satisfaction that Rabbi 
Dr. H. Lemle had arrived in Rio de Janeiro, having been invited 
through the World Union to lead a progressive congregation 
there. The Executive considered a request for help from the 
Judische Liberale Gemeinde, Shanghai, sent through the Central 
Conference of American Rabbis

O-DAY I would like to talk to you 
TT abou some of the great songs of our 
poets. Do you remember the poet 

Shelley in his “Ode to a Skylark” saying, 

Like a poet hidden Hh

heeded not” ? 

Many of our great Rabbis have said that 
the gift of music, bestowed more particularly 
on the children of Isracl, has been given to 
calm and uphold us in dark and troubled 
hours. Poetry is the music of feeling and 
imagination and expresses the highest im- 
pulses of the mind, the deepest yearnings 
of the soul. Every emotion of suffering, 
sorrow, pain, despair, and gratitude to God 
for His boundless gifts are expressed in 
these songs. 


THe SONG or DeLIVERANG 


The greatest of all the songs in the Bible 
is, you will all admit, that sung by Moses 
and the children of Israel when freed from 
the captivity of Egypt. Wonder and thank- 
fulness filled the minds and hearts of the 
liberated sons of Israel and there. immedi- 
ately, on the sea-shore, before the waves 
had yet subsided into their accustomed 
place and the roar of the mighty waters was 
quietened, the air was filled with a spon- 
taneous song of joy, chanted in heartfelt 
gratitude by the thousands of human-beings 
who with one accord exclaimed, “1 will 
sing unto the Lord, for He hath triumphed 
gloriously, the horse and his rider hath He 
thrown into the sea.” 


MOSES AND JOSHUA 


Another heaven-inspired sone was sung 
by Moses shortly before his th. This 
song, which by God's command was taught 
to the children of Israel urged them to 
listen to and obey God's wishes.

A WoMAN’'S SONG 


Deborah, one of the great heroines of 
the Bible, sang another song, which has 
come down to us through the ages. She ts 
the only woman judge in Biblical record, 
but how truly loved and respected she must 
have been for the people to have come to 
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her for judgment and advice. You must 
read her song for yourself and the vivid 
descriptions of the effect of God's presence 
on the earth. It is particularly appropriate 
at the present time when there is “ war in the 
gates.” 

And one last song that I want to call to 
your memory is Solomon's song of Dedi- 
cation to the Temple of God which he built. 
David. his father, had longed to erect the 
Temple to the service of God, but it was 
his son, gifted in wisdom, who was allowed 
to fulfil his desire, and his dedication song 
is an outpouring of his very heart and soul 
to the love of God, who had permitted 
him to carry out his father’s dearest wish. 
He asked God to listen to everyone who 
came for comfort and help, and, whatever 
might be their needs, to give them His 
blessing. In conclusion, he stretched out 
his hands towards heaven and prayed for 
the people. “Let your hearts, therefore, 
be perfect with the Lord our God, to walk 
in His statutes, and to keep His command- 
ments as at this day.”

THE GREAT NAZI SWINDLE 


Mr. Picton’s Exposure 
Nazis and Germans. By Picton. 


Unwin, 5s. 


Allen and 


Reviewed by G. Warburg. 


Harold Picton calls his littke book rightly a record of 
personal experiences. The author, who, during the last war, 
wrote a book with the intention of proving that there are 
also some good features to be found among Germans, 
went to live in Germany shortly after the war and stayed 
as a social worker during the period of the. Weimar 
Republic. 

After just over a year of Nazi rule he was unable to 
stand it amy longer and returned to this country, where 
he did valuable work during the years preceding the present 
war to expose the true characteristics of Nazism to his 
fellow-countrymen, in a large number of letters, articles, 


‘and lectures. 


The contents of these .he has now collected in his 
admirable little book, in which, however, he does not claim 
to give a complete survey of the Nazi regime. He merely 
relates his personal experiences. 

He lays emphasis on the many good things which 
democratic Germany gave to our civilisation. The tolerance 
and cultural freedom of the Republican era are contrasted 
with the suppression, cruelty, and intolerance of Nazism. 

The author gives an accurate picture of the fraudulent 
methods by which Hitler obtained power, and he deals in 
other chapters with some of the special aspects of Nazism, 
as for instance its fight against religion and its anti-Semitism. 
In the latter chapter Harold Picton endeavours to show his 
readers what German Jews have done for their country in 
many spheres of life, in science. culture, medicine, etc., how 
many decent Germans have recognised this, and how the 
Nazis by their violent and crude propaganda have distorted 
the facts. He gives a wealth of interesting detail, mostly 
based on personal experience, either by himself or by his 
friends. 

Picton continues to believe that there is good to be found 
among Germans, but he is firmly convinced that Nazism 
must be exterminated before these good features can be 
freed again from their present bondage.

With the continued official warnings of the likelihood of 
attempted Nazi invasion, these two booklets, — issucd 
independently of each “other, seem fraught with graver 
significance than perhaps even their authors realised. 

“Invasion and You™ describes, from official documents 
and ather authoritative sources, what invasion has actually 
meant to Austria, Czechoslovakia, Poland, Belgium, and 
France. It has meant the transference, on an even more 
ruthless scale, of the Nazi reign of terror which had already 
engulfed Germany itself. In their train the invaders have 
brought oppression, murder, and starvation. Religion, 
culture, freedom of thought, and toleration have been 
savagely attacked in the Nazis’ endeavour to break the 
spirit of the subject peoples. 

Readers of THe Jewisu CHRONICLE are only too well 
aware of what this has meant for the Jews, whom the Nazis 
have all along used as material for their training as “super- 
men who will one day dominate the “ inferior ” European 
nations. The booklet gives some examples of the fruits 
of this training in sober but all the more impressive detail. 

The Czech booklet on German cultural oppression is 
equally sober and unadorned, but the details it aoa aes less 
widely known. What is revealed is a Cold-blooded and 
systematic attempt to wipe Czech culture off the face of the 
earth, and if that means wiping out the Czechs themselves 
in the process, well, the “supermen” cannot be gainsaid. 
How superior Nazi culture really is is made clear in an 
account of reprisals against a Czech student demonstration 
just under a vear ago, 

“On their arrival at Ruzyn,” it is stated, “(the Czech) 
students were subjected to sadistic tortures. They were 
stripped, drenched with icy water and made to lie on the 
ground the whole night in the ice-cold weather. Others 
were compelled to run round the Ruzyn riding school, urged 
on by blows from whips and cudgels, until heart and lungs 
could stand no more. Others again, bound in groups of 
three. had the lobes of their ears torn, their eyes struck 
out by blows from whips—the whole under the amused gaze 
of German typists who were sitting there at their machines” 
(mv ttalics). 

Cultural supefiority could find no clearer expression. We 
can presume that would-be Nazi invaders of Britain will not 
forget to bring their typists with them. a“

PLATO’S MESSAGE FOR TO-DAY 


Faith in Humanity 


Selections From Plato. Chosen by Sir R. W. LIvING- 
. 6d. net.

Plato, the “Father of the Modern State,” disliked the 
trends of democracy, as he knew it in Athens, and wanted 
a form of government by a small body of picked rulers, 
whose powers in moulding the life and thought of their 
subjects were to be as absolute as those of the modern 
dictator. 

But Plato’s rulers were not to be adventurers. They 
were to be men endowed with the highest natural gifts, 
and trained in the most advanced scientific studies. They 
were to be versed, above all, in goodness and justice, and 
to have that insight into the ultimate meaning of life which 
is the flower of philosophy. 

Plato has thus a message for to-day. Besides, he renews 
our faith in human nature. He believes as firmly, as did his 
master Socrates, that man is a_ rational being, with an 
immortal soul, and that it is the things that are unseen that 
are eternal. 

There must be many who feel the need in these times 
to turn from the immediate tasks of the moment to what 
is most profound and permanent in the wisdom of the 
past; and for them here is a delightful littl book of 
selected passages from one of the noblest thinkers of all 
time. It is in pocket. size, admirably produced and 
arranged, and wonderfully cheap. 


BETTER UNDERSTANDING 


Interpreting the Christian Standpoint 


Christianity and World Order. By Tue BisHoP oF 
CHICHESTER. Penguin Special. 6d. '

The Bishop of Chichester has earned the right as few 
others have done to speak about Christianity and. world 
order. Not only has his concern for the victims of racial 
and religious persecution in Nazi Germany, a concern 
which had made his name a household word in the Jewish 
Community, given him a unique insight into the strengths 
and. weaknesses of the Fascist and National Socialist 
ideologies. but his wide interests as an advocate of Chris- 
tian unity have convinced him that the need for unity 
between Christians of all communions and nations was 
never more urgent than it 1s‘ to-day. 

His latest book, “ 
therefore, as might be expected, with matters vitally con- 
nected with these two issues—a searching analysis of the 
underlying causes of the present state of world disorder 
and a general statement of the relation of the Church to 
the Community and to the Modern. State, and of the 
Christian attitude to war and peace aims. 

Then follows the story, unhappily all too littl known in 
Christian, let alone Jewish, circles of the so-called 
oecumenical movement, Or movement towards the realisa- 
tion of a world-wide Christian unity in the churches. In 
this connection the Bishop makes a plea. the significance 
of which must be apparent to Jews as well as Christians, 
for collaboration on non-dogmatic grounds between the 
Roman Catholic Church and the rest of Christendom. 

It is greatly to be hoped that this vital book will be 
widely read in Jewish circles. The need for the promotion 
of better understanding is no less as between Jews and 
Christians than it is between the various sections of the 
Christian Church, and I know of no book so authoritative 
and so readily accessible as this which can serve to inter- 
pret Christianity in practical and not merely theoretical 
terms to the Jewish reader. 


“INJUSTICE SANCTIONED BY 
NATURE ” 


Lotte in Weimar. By. THOMAS MAnn. 
Warburg. 9s. 6d.

To read Thomas Mann’s new novel is an experience at 
once enthralling and exhausting. Enthralling in its scope, 
its authentic brilliance; exhausting, perhaps, only as a 
result of its own consistency, which is not content with 
the superficial indications, the facile shorthand of the 
modern novel, but gives its great subject the scope and 
intensity it merits. 

The book, through the mechanism of its original and 
subtly turned construction, is, in brief, a study of genius: 
not, primarily, of genius itself, but of the effect genius 
may have upon its surroundings, upon lesser minds and 
lesser personalities (in whom, paradoxically, it may seek its 
artistic sustenance). 

Goethe, the celebrity of Weimar, is not until the end 
of the book seen directly: in the preceding chapters he 
is caught at a tangent, as it were; glimpsed in facets 
through the _ different personalities surrounding him. 
Gradually, and with increasing power, there is revealed to 
us, not only the startling effect that a great man can 
have upon his admirers, but the effects, no less pernicious, 
that even the well-merited admiration of others has upon 
genius; the distorting effects both of power exercised and 
power endured. 

The implications of such a theme are obvious: —— 
it is the psychological, rather than the political, cts 
that, Mann here explores: the “ injustice were Bl by 
nature" that is the man of genius, an injustice “not with- 
out its sharp thorn for him who is privileged to see it and 
sit under it day in, day out.” A remarkable novel.

EPSTEIN’S AUTOBIOGRAPHY 


Let There Be Sculpture. By Jacop Epstein. Michad — 
Joseph. 18s.

I am a profound admirer of Epstein’s work, which has 
the power to move me as no other contemporary sculpture 
has, save perhaps a few things of Henry Moore's. This 
book, however, has disappointed me a little. Not because 
it isn't readable, interesting, and intelligent. It is all these. 
But because, from a man of such stature, one expects so 
very much. The style is straightforward if not distin- 
guished; but his excellent beginning, telling of his colour- 
ful and rich early life in New York, and the influences that 
shaped the road he eventually trod, is not carried through. 
It leaves a rather bitty, scrappy feeling behind. One is 
lost in comment, denunciations of puerile critics, excellent 
little dissertations on certain music, personalities, and 
thoughts and remarks about other sculptors. 

I am an admirer of the “documentary,” and I feel that 
a book made up of the criticism and comment relating to 
Jacob Epstein’s works, including all the memoranda and 
letters and articles relating to them, with no comment at 
all (merely photographs), would make an extremely interest- 
ing book. 

But from- Epstein’s autobiography | suppose | expected 
too much—both a story and a credo. However, it is an 
immensely readable book with many excellent photos of 
some of his loveliest works. 

The sculptor expresses himself best in his sculpture; let 
us be happy that Jacob Epstein is still young enough to. 
continue to bless us with the fruit of his genius. 


A SCULPFOR’S NOVEL 


Russia in Tsarist Days 
Mooshka. By Avram Meinikorr. Michael Joseph, 8s. 
Reviewed by Hugh Harris. 


The author of this novel is the well-known Jewish 
sculptor, who as an ardent Hebrew-speaking Zionist 
for many years made his home in Palestine. He was born 
and bred in Tsarist Russia, his ancestors being non-Jewish 
peasants who became converted to Judaism. These early 
memories have evidently ‘suggested the background and 
theme of his novel, although it is published as an 
imaginative work of fiction and in no way as autobiography. 

The story tells of Mooshka’s childhood among a peasant 
community in the Bessarabian Steppes, and of his 
intellectual awakening and artistic strivings. Mooshka's 
youthful marriage was soon followed by imprisonment as a 
suspected revolutionary and by the rigours of military 
service, and the end of the book shows him—still in his 
early manhood—as a homeless refugee 

Melnikoff narrates this tale in the delightfully unaffected 
stvie of a born conversationalist. He engages our attention 
both by his broad humanity and by his peculiarly Russian 
attitude. Here is the story of a struggle for self-expression 
—on the part of a whole people and of a single individual— 
which makes a universal appeal. Yet only Russian 
characters could so entertain us with their introspections 
and inconsequences. 

The specifically Jewish scenes, although only incidental, 
are depicted with understanding sympathy. Among these, 
one remembers the Haskalah teacher who brought enlighten- 
ment to the village. the faithful Jewish bailiff murdered by 
the Black Hundreds, and the Day of Atonement celebration 
in. a Ukrainian prison. 

The author's literary style shows an artistic mastery of 
the English language.

JEWISH CHILDREN AT PENRITH 


I wish, through the courtesy of your columns, to reply 
to the remarks of Mrs. Taylor with regard to the religious 
instruction of Newcastle (and other) Jewish children 
evacuated to Penrith. At one of the monthly meetings of 
the Newcastle Education Board it was reported that, owing 
to transport and other difficulties, the Minister allotted to 
visit Penrith could not continue his visits. A discussion 
concerning alternative arrangements was brought to a 
speedy end by the unexpected announcement that it was a 
question of days before Penrith would take to itself a 
resident teacher. Though a second Minister was at hand 
and willing to attend to the children, he was told, on one 
or two subsequent occasions, not to do so. It is some 
two months since the mention of the imminent appoint- 
ment of a resident man, and, though others, besides myself, 
maintained that under present conditions the Newcastle 


‘Ministry could still cater satisfactorily for the religious needs 


of Penrith, I was the first to propose that the Edueation 
Board make a generous subvention to the Penrith Com- 
munity towards the salary of the resident man, realising 
that a suitable person on the spot could achieve more 
than any Minister carrying out periodic visits. This sub- 
vention was passed unanimously some three weeks ago. We 
are still awaiting results. At no time since the inception 
of the visitation scheme was any complaint made directly 
to the Education Board with regard to the lack of instruc- 
tion in Penrith, When we heard that Penrith desired its 
own resident teacher, it was understood to be the action 
of a prosperous evacuee Community with a desire to fend 
for itself and relieve Newcastle of this responsibility in 
order to shoulder others. It was in this spirit that sup- 
port was promised. Had we known that dissatisfaction 
was the cause, we could have rectified the position. We 
are still willing to do so.—Rassi F. S. Rapinowrtz, 20, 
Beechgrove Road, Newcastle-upon-Tyne. 


A committee for the education of evacuated children, 
consisting of Ministers and representatives of all the three 
Congregations, has met regularly during the last eight 
months. As Chairman of this Committee | wish to state 
that four of our Ministers and teachers have willingly given 
their services to this Committee, paying regular visits to 
the various districts of Cumberland and Westmorland, 
including Carlisle, giving religious lessons to children, not 
only from our Community, but also to those from Sunder- 
land, Middlesbrough, and even London, and are anxious 
to carry out their ditties as much as, and as often as, 
circumstances permit, regardless of any inconvenience to 


‘themselves. If the visits to Penrith have not been regular 


in the past, the blame for this should not be laid at the 
doors of the Ministers. | am sure, if your correspondent, 
Mrs. Taylor, had taken the trouble to obtain. correct 


information on the matter, she would not have lent her 


good name to stetements which could only lead to wrong 
conclusions, misunderstandings, and misjudgments on the 
part of many who do not take a close interest in -com- 
mural matters—-a result which, | am sure, Mrs. Taylor 
would be the last one to desire——M. Witkte (Chairman, 
Newcastle Education Committee, Old Hebrew Conerega- 
tion), Leazes Park Road, Newcastle-upon-Tyne. 


ANTIQUITY OF A LIVERPOOL CONGREGATION 


Mr. Benas’s interesting observations in your issue of

KASHER BUTCHERING A RACKET? 


Many kasher meat problems which have troubled Jewry 
for generations remain unso.ved and demand attention. 
Many kasher butchers take the utmost advantage of their 
customers, knowing that in most cases they cannot go else- 
where. Although the retail prices are controlled and the 
Government allows the butcher a handsome margin of 
profit, the kasher butchers still charge any price they like; 
while for anything that does not come under controlled 
prices, as for example fowls, over and above the already 
high price they charge extra pennies for “Shechita.” Chopped 
meat has no registered price, presumably because the 
butcher can: put into it whatever he likes and thus can 
charge whatever he likes: so our kasher butchers charge 
Is. 8d. and 2s, 2d. per Ib. This is outrageous. No wonder 
that there is a rapidly increasing number of Jewish women 
who buy trefa meat. I cannot blame them, as they can 
scarcely be expected to put up with being bullied and 
overcharged by some of these impudent butchers. It ts 
high time that the Jewish leaders who govern this important 
branch of our Jewish life should See to it that it ts carried 
on on a more proper basis. I would suggest: (1) That the 
expenses which add to the cost of kasher meat should be 
brought down to genuine minimum: (2). that the 
authorities should use their powers to compel all kasher 
butchers to keep their shops clean, to make sure that the 
men behind the counter wear clean aprons, and that their 
hands and fingernails are clean; (3) that the list of regts- 
tered prices set out in plain figures be exhibited in a 
prominent place in the bitchers’ shops, prices to include 
both those for first and second qualities, as it would appear 
from the price that our kasher butchers only deal in first- 
quality meat! Furthermore, there should be no monopoly 
restrictions on the opening of more kasher butchers’ shops 
by suitable men. Only by creating competition can the 
existing butchers be compelled to be more civil and more 
considerate towards their customers.—-J.M., Manchester, 8. 


CAREERS ADVICE 


Position of Munitions Trainees 


The Ministry of Labour and National Service announces 
with regard to the position under the Schedule of Reserved 
Occupations of men in training for munitions work: 

The general rule is that men in traming for any particular 
occupation in munitions work are treated, during the period 
properly necessary for such training, as if they were employed 
in that occupation. This rule applies both when the training is 
being given in a Government Traimimg Centre or under a Train- 
ing Scheme on behalf of the Ministry of Labour and National 
Service and when the training ts being given by an employer 
for employment 2t his own works, 

Men whe ere accepted for training under any of the Ministry's 
schemes are not called up while they are receiving training. 
Men. who satisfactorily complete their training and qualify for 
the new occupation will be classified accordingly and will take 
the age of reservation of that new occupation. 

Men who may be accepted for such training are (a) young 
men of the age of 16 and under 20, (b) men of ages not yet 
registered under the National Service (Armed. Forces) Act (men 
born in 1905 have now been registered and men born in .1904 
will be registered in January), and (c) a limited number of 
men over 30 under the current age of registration who have not 
yet been called up. 

Men who quality for their new occupation will be placed 

in employment on munitions production. A considerable pro- 
portion of the men who enter upon training under the age 
of 20 will on reaching military age go into the Forces as trades- 
men, although a few of them may be reserved under the Schedule 
and will accordingly be retained in industry. The older men 
will normally have been trained for occupations in which they 
will be reserved under the Schedule and will thus be retained 
in industry, although it may be that some of them will go 
into the Forces as tradesmen. 
_ Many men are, of course, taken on by employers and trained 
in the course of their employment. Such men are regarded as 
following the occupation in which they are employed and take 
the reservation, if any, appropriate to it, 


Arrangements are being made for providing educational 
facilities in the Army for those men and women who wish 
to study or continue their studies for various professions, 
and correspondence courses will be available, in consulta- 
tion with the professional bodies concerned. Among the 
proposed courses are banking, engineering (civil, electrical, 
and mechanical), insurance, and law. Other courses are 
being planned. An enrolment fee of 10s. will be payable, 
and books for study will be on loan.

Company Meeting 


LONDON AND RHODESIAN MINING 


AND LAND 


RESULTS NOT UNSATISFACTORY 


The ordinary. general meeting of the’ London and 
Rhodesian Mining and Land Company, Ltd... was held on 
December 30 in London. 

The Rt. Hon. Viscount Elibank (the Chairman) first 
referred with great regret to the death of Sir Abe Bailey, 
who had been Chairman of the Company for many years. 
Sir Abe Bailey was a close associate and admirer of that 
great practical Imperialist, Cecil Rhodes, and after the 
latter's death he took every opportunity to further Rhodes’s 
ideal of Imperial expansion and ‘development of South 
Africa. Southern Rhodesia was particularly indebted to 
his courage, foresight, and enterprise, and his name and 


Smemory would long be respected in that Colony and in 


South Africa generally. 

The result of the vears operations was a net profit of 
£67.391, compared with £79,003 in the previous vear-—a 
result which was not unsatisfactory bearing in mind the 
difficult conditions prevailing. The decrease in net revenue 
was more than accounted for by the decrease of £19,000 
from dividends and interest, which was almost entirely due 
to the absence of the usual dividend paid by the Cam and 
Motor Company. An interim dividend of § per cent. was 
paid in January, 1940, but the Directors subsequently 
decided not to declare any final dividend in the following 
June. They had again declared an interim dividend of 
5 per cent. for the current vear. 


COMPANY'S INTERESTS 


With regard to the Company's various interests. the 
results of the Cam and Motor Gold Mining Company were 
not so good as in the previous vear, and dividends distri- 
buted amounted to only 3s. per stock unit compared with 
6s. 6d. The ore reserve position, however, was most satis- 
factory, and in spite of heavy taxation and the falling off 


in the average grade. they looked forward to a satisfactory - 


return on their investment in this company for a good 
number of vears to come. 

The South African Coal Estates Company had had 
another very satisfactory year, the tonnage sold being a 
record for the company. The Rezende Mines. on the whole. 
had had a satisfactory year, but the profits were somewhat 
disappointing. They hoped, however, that this company 
would re-enter the dividend-paying stage in June next. 
The Eastern Transvaal Company reported an improve 
profit, which had been used to strengthen the financial 
position. Here again they hoped to see this company -re- 
enter the dividend-paying stage during the current vear. 

Their mining properties stood on the books at the com- 
paratively small figure of £39,757, and the Company had 
received during the year no less that £22,499 in royalties. 
which was a very satisfactory return. Recent develop- 
ments in the WVubachikwe Mine showed that they were 
opening up some good stretches of ore of a really good 
average value and that the prospects for the future looked 
promising. There was a falling off in their aggregate 
profits from their ranching interests, but latest advices 
were that very satisfactory prices were now being secured 
for cattle, 

As to the immediate future, their revenue from invest- 
ments, mining, cattle, and real estate by way of rentals 
should goubtless enable them to keep in the dividend- 


paying list. On the other hand, any improvement in condi- | 
tions which victory might bring us should materially benefit 


the Company and enable them to return to the dividend- 
paying basis of past years,

Investments and Securities 


Government finance will be a prominent feature of the 
City in the early months of 1941. The year opens with the 
introduction of two important new issues by the Treasury. 

These are a second series of 24 per cent. National War 
Bonds 1946-48, and 3 per cent. Savings Bonds 1955-65. 
Both issues are available on tap at the price of par. 

The 24 per cent. National War Bonds 1945-47 were with- 
drawn on December 31. The new bonds are exactly similar 
to the old with the one exception that the new bonds mature 
a year later than the old. 

It will be noticed that the Treasury adheres to its policy 
of financing the war by loans on tap. As the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, Sir Kingsley Wood, stated in a broadcast, 
“It is convenient both to the lender and to the 
Government.” 


NEW SAVING BONDS 


The new loans have received a ready welcome in the 
City. Particular interest will be directed to the 3 per cent. 
Savings Bonds. This is an entirely new issue. The life of 
the Savings Bonds is longer than for National War Bonds. 

Despite this it is considered that investors will be attracted 
to the Savings Bonds because of the extra half per cent. 
annual interest they give in comparison with the National 
War Bonds. 

Both loans are available at the Bank of England, Bankers 
and Stockbrokers in multiples of £50 with a minimum 
subscription of £100. 

The issues are also available from the Post Office and 
Trustee Savings Banks Through such avenues both bonds 
are available in multiples of £5 with a minimum subscription 
of £25 for those who are subscribing not more than £1,000 
each type of bond. 


MORE SAVINGS NEEDED 


Excellent response was given Government loans during 
1940. There was one issue on prospectus. That was the 
£300,000,000 raised in 3 per cent. War Loan stock at a 
price of par. Otherwise the year’s borrowing from the 
public was on tap issues. 

These included the 2! per cent. National War Bonds, now 
withdrawn, Savings Certificates, 3 per cent. Defence Bonds, 
and increased deposits at Savings Banks. The amount raised 
througb-such avenues exceeded £1,200 millions. 

There is a will in the country to make 1941 even a greater 
vear for saving and lending towards the war effort. This 
is really a national necessity. 

It is hoped that the New Year will begin with substantial 
subscriptions towards the new issues which are safe in every 
respect. There are now Government issues to finance the 
war suitable for every type of investor. These range from 
a sixpenny Savings Certificate stamp to any amount in 
National War Bonds, and Savings Bonds. 


CONDITIONS IN RHODESIA 


Viscount Elibank, chairman of London and Rhodesian Mining 
and Land Company, addressed shareholders at the recent annual 
meeting. He gave a particularly clear and most informative 
review of the company's many activitics. 

He naturally dealt. with the mining properties as well as 
ranching, and had interesting points to make concerning the 
Rhodesian tobacco industry. The tobacco industry ts gaining 
in importance. - This can be of value to the London and 
Rhodesian Mining Company through its very large land holdings 
which can be made available tor settlement, 

Ihe dividend paid by the company for the year, to last June 
was § per cent. against 7} per cent. for the previous year. An 
interim of 5 per cent. is to be paid on account of the current 
year. Revenue by way of rentals should be able to keep the 
company in the dividend list during the war period with 
material benefits to be gained when victory has been won, 


BANKING DIVIDENDS 


Many important dividend announcements are due in the 
next few weeks. Final dividend statements by the big banks 
which usually come during the first few days of a New Year 
will be a little later than usual in 1941, 

That results from various factors. For instance, many 
essential departments of the banks have been evacuated to 
safer areas. The banks are also working with much reduced 
staffs owing to national calls 

The delay will only be a few days. It is important to note 
that the actual payment of dividends will not be much changed 
from previous experience. It 4s understood that every effort 
will be made to pay dividends as usual early in February, 

The general opinion is that banking dividends this year will 
be litthe changed. It is noted that most of the banks maintained 
their interim dividends for 1940 


PALESTINE ELECTRIC 


Recent British victories in the Western Desert have been 
followed by much better support for the securities of companies 
operating in Egypt and beyond. There has, for instance, been 
noticeable support for Palestine Electric Corporation preference 
and ordinary. shares. 

The £1 ordinary shares received no dividend for 1939 against

BROADCAST OF CHANUCAH 
SERVICE 


Maccabees’ “ Wonderful Influence’’ 


FESTIVAL DESCRIBED IN CHILDREN’S 
HOUR 


Chanucah was the subject of two broadcasts on Sunday 
last by the B.B.C.—one, at 1.15, a religious service, and 
the other, at 5.15, a special programme in the Children’s 


Hour. 

The Chief Rabbi spoke in the religious service, at which the 
appropriate prayers and the traditional “ Maoz Tsur” were 
sung by the Chazan of the Great Synagogue, London, assisted 
by the Voluntary Choir.. In the course of his address, Dr. 
Hertz said: 

“The story of the Maccabees, this handful of men who 
were ‘ready to live or die nobly’ for conscience, faith, free- 
dom, has been a wonderful influence in history. That story 
has ever filled downtrodden nations and persecuted com- 
munities with the conviction that religious liberty and national 
freedom were invincible. And the inspiration of the Macca- 
bean example was never more needed than it is at the present 
time. We are faced to-day by the same issue that confronted 
the Maccabees. The totalitarian rulers display an even grimmer 
eagerness to crush conscience, faith, and freedom than did 
Antiochus Epiphanes of old; and they deliberately outrage all 
the sanctities of religion and patriotism. The Nazi wickedness 
shows the same appalling delight in the harrying of entire 
populations, and is a veritable tornado of human malice. 

“ Sixteen months ago our beloved country took up the 
challenge which the new heathenism has thrown down to 
humanity. With undaunted courage, all classes—from our 
beloved Sovercigns down to the poorest dweller in the slums— 
defy the terror and devastation of murderous bombing. In 
tenacious resistance to loathsome tyranny and callous godless- 
ness, the sons of Britain, the sons of gallant Greece, and of 
all our other brave Allies, are latter-day Maccabees. And 
they are destined to prove once again that there are stronger 
things in the world than brute force: that men and nations 
fighting for the spirit are as indestructible as the spirit.” 

This broadcast was given on the SOth anniversary of the first 
sermon Dr. Hertz ever preached, which was from the pulpit 
of the Sefardi Synagogue at Philadelphia. 


For the Children 


In the Children’s Hour. the story of Chanucah, under the 
title of “ The Light That Did Not Fail (written by Mr 
Maurice Pearlman) was related by the Rev. Lewis Sanker, and 
again Maoz Tsur”” was played The announcer drew his 
unseen audience's attention to the importance of the broad- 
cast, and its spirit was maintained even after the Chanucah 
portion was concluded, for records were played of Paul Robe- 
son singing famous Negro spirituals on great Biblical themes.
